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65 BILLION CUPS 
OF COFFEE IN 1924 


Washington, February 14.—Coffee 
consumed in the United States last 
vear, amounting to 1,381,787,285 
pounds, were figured out today by the 
conmerce department to be equivalent 
to 55,000,000,000 cups of the bev- 
erage, or about 500 for each and every 
eitizen in the land. This was a slight 
decline, however, from the 1923 con- 
sumption, which was estimated at 


4612.47 pounds per capita, while the 


1924 figure was 12.33 pounds. 

Total imports of coffee for 1924 
were 1,419,152,000 pounds, valued at 
$249,524,170, but a large part of it 
was reexported to other countries. 

Coffee prices were high during the 
entire year, Rio number seven having 
been at the mark of 11 cents per 
pound in January, 1924, on the whole 
markets while at the end of the year 


the quotation stood at 24 cents.

DENIES MURDER AND PLACES BLAME ON BROTHER 


Sentenced To Hang April 17 


Chicago, February 
Scott, who at the age of 30 was the 
heal of a $10,000,000 Canadian cor- 
poration organized to build a $30,- 
000,000 international bridge between 
Detroit and Windsor, Ont., today was 
sentenced to be hanged April 17 for 
the murder of Joseph Maurer, a 1T- 
year-old drugstore clerk, during a 
holdup in April, 10924. 

Judge Thomas J. Lynch, who sen- 
fenced the one-time financier, now 
reduced to penury, overruled a motion 
for a new trial. Secott’s attorneys, 
hewever, said an appeal would be 
taken. 

Seott remained calm as sentence 
vas pronounced, but his aged father, 
who had come here from Canada to 
aid his son, collgpsed. 

Just before the death sentence was 
announced, Scott dramatically faced 
the court and denied that he had 
killed Maurer, placing the blame on 
his brother, Robert, also accused of 
the crime and a fugitive from justice. 

Scott: said they had gone to the 
drug store to buy whisky and that 
his brother, very drunk, had gone 
upstairs while he remained in the 
drug store basement. He said he 
heard sounds of a scuffle and then a 
khot was fired. Running upstairs he 
saw his brother leaving the store, a 
pistol! in his hand. He declared 
there had been no attempt at a hold- 
up, and that the shooting was the 
result of a quarrel between the clerk

his brother. Scott maintained 
that the drug store owner and others 
had testified falsely because he had 
related the whisky deal. 

Up until two years ago, Scott had 
been concerned in large financial ven- 
tures. He has written severat 
volumes on business problems and 
commercial ethics. In the past two 
years, since the failure of his busi- 
ness, Scott had been in rapid suc- 
cession a salesman, actor, bootlegger 
and finally a hold-up man, according 
to his history as traced at the trial. 

After disagreement over his _ busi- 
ness methods among associates in the 


Canada Bridge company he is said 
to have parted with a personal for- 
tune of upward of &2,000,000, and 
to have fled to Canada when fuced 
with a breach of promise verdict for 
$100,000, although he is married and 
the father of three children. 

When first arraigned Scott pleaded 
guilty to the murder charge, but 
tearful pleas of his attorneys pre 
vailed upon a judge, preparing to 
sentence him to death, to allow Scott 


to change his plea. His aged father 
has worked incessantly for Scott and 
was aided in raising money by two 
young women of border cities, Miss 
Moude M. Gauthier, of Sandwitck 
snd Miss Agnes I. Harmon, of Wina- 
sor, who had arranged dances in the

an appeal. :

“After full experience and an un- 
usually long period of observation, I 
believe that marriage and the natural, 
normal result of marriage—the birth 
and bringing up of children—is infi- 
nitely the best career for women, and 
married life the best life for men. 


“We hear much these days of mar- 
riages entered into ‘lightly and unad- 
visely,’ of trial engagement and even 
of trial marriages, of quick divorce 
and quicker remarriage, of children 
who spend part of each year with 
their mother and part with their di- 
vorced father, of children whose man-

President Coolidge himself has 
taken the position that the senate 
itself is the best judge as to the 
precedence that should be given to 
matters now pending.

Mr. Jardine, although not con- 
nected directly with any of the co-

He taught a short time after gradua- 
tion and then became manager of a 
farming company that tilled thou- 
sands of acres in Utah. He wus as- 
sistant cerealist of the United States 
department of agriculture from 1907 
to 1910, when he left Washinzton 
to become professor of agrotumy at 
the Kansas Agricultural college. 
Three years later he was made dean 
of the division of agriculture at the 
college and director of the experiment 
station.

Pistols or Firearms Re- 
sponsible for 70 Per Cent 
of Deaths During 1920- 


1923, 


A total of 2,751 suicides and homi- 
cides were committed in Georgia dur- 
ing-the four years beginning 1920 and 
lasting through 1923, and of this num- 
ber 1, met their death as the di- 
rect result of wounds by pistols or 
firearms, or an average of 70 per 
cent of both suicides and homicides, 


according to data compiled by Dr. 


W. A. Davis, director of the bureau 
of vital statistics of the state board 
of health. 


During the four-year period, there 


were recorded a total of 642 suicides, 
562 victims dying as the result of 
pistol wounds, making an average of 
56 per cent of the entire figure, rec- 
ords of Dr. Davis show. Homicides 
committed during this same period 
registered 2,109, of which number 1,- 
5SO resulted from the use of pistols 
or other firearms, making a percent- 
age of three-fourths of such deaths 
resulting from firearms. 

Records for the first six months of 


1924, just compiled by Dr. Davis, show 
that in that period a total of 56 
deaths resulted from direct use of fire- 
arms. 

Another significant fact revealed in 
the data compiled by the bureau of 
vital statistics, is that there is notice- 
able a gradual increase in suicides 
and homicides in each of the years 
from 1920 through 1923. 

In 1920 there was a total of 128 
suicides, 66 of this number coming to 
their death as the result of pistol 
fire. Of a total of 478 homicides in 
the same year, 367 of that number 
met death by the use of firearms or 
pistols. 

The year 1921 showed an increase 
in suicides which numbered 167, 83 
deaths resulting from pistol wounds, 
while a total of 551 homicides were 
committed. 405 of these from a direct 
result of firearms. 

In 1922 a total of 181 persons met 
death by suicidal methods, and of this 
number 110 used either pistols or fire- 
arms. In the same year there was 
recorded a total of 560 homicides, of 
which 427 resulted from pistols or 
firearms. 

In 1923, out of a total of 166 sui- 
cides, 103 were the result of pistols 
and other firearms, and of 511 homi- 
cides, 379 were committed by the use 
of pistols and firearms, records show.

At Auction Sale 


The lobby of the postoffice  re- 
sembled an old-time auctioneer’s stand 
Saturday afternoon, when one of the 
regular sales of magazines as waste 
paper was held. Numerous unclaim- 
ed magazines were sold at public auc- 
tion to the highest bidder by the post- 
office department. 

Current issues of magazines, unde- 
livered on account of inaccurate ad- 
dresses, were put up for sale generally 
in bundles of four each. 

“Ten cents’ proved the average 
start of a bid for a bundle. ‘Then 
there would be a jump to “twenty- 
five.” Next somebody would bid 
“twenty-eight,” and there would be a 
few raises of a cent each time. Fi- 
nally, the bundle would be sold for 
perhaps thirty-five or thirty-six cents. 

Before a sale. was commenced the 
list of magazines in that particular 
bundle was announced by the aue- 


tioneer. 

“These sales are held 
month,” said M. Griffin, assistant 
superintendent of mails. who has 
charge of the sales. “We receive 
Jarge numbers of unclaimed magazines 
from the publisher and after every 
effort has been made to deliver them 
we sell them as waste paper to the 
highest bidder.” | 

The Saturday sale consisted of 310 
pounds of magazines, which brought 
$21, which is about S82 1-2 cents a 
pound for waste paper, which is a 
very high price. 

The magazines for the most part 
are latest issues. with sometimes one 
a few weeks old included.

civilization.

Sir Henry Lunn is a per- 
sonal friend of mine, and I was de- 
lightfully entertained by him for ten 
davs at Murren, Switzerland, last 
giuminer at a great gathering of 
Protestant leaders from various coun- 
tries. I respect him very highly, but 
he is opposed to the unjfication of the 
three Methodisms in “Great Britain 
because he thinks that it will make 
the union of Wesleyan Methodism 
with the Anglican church more diffi- 
cult. I am sure that Sir Henry Lunn 
is amnazed at the final results of the 
voting, and I doubt whether even he 
or Dr. Rattenbury or Sir Kingsley 
Wood can continue to opposed the uni- 
fication of British Methodism in the 
face of the overwhelming affirma- 
tive majoritives given above. 

Sir Robert Perks’ View. 


It has been my privilege to be 
present at three of the conferences 
where the proposed plan was dis- 
cussed, and at two of the gatherings 
of the joint commission, I have atso 
attended several sessions of the Free 
Church council and of the Federal 
Council of the Churches of England, 
and I have endeavored to follow the 
matter closely. In early December 
as the voting was about to begin, 
Sir Robert Perks, the outstanding 
Methodist layman in Great Britain, 
speaking at Highbury church, Lon- 
don, said among other things: “The 
call for union is not merely a call 
to Methodism; it is the call of our 
country, and above all it is the call 
of God. Do not close your eyes to 
that heavenly vision. Our action was 
being anxiously and _. prayerfully 
awaited by tens. of thousands ot 
brother Methodist in all the British 
dominion and the United States. ‘They 
see clearly in those distant lands some 
opponents here, blinded by prejudice 
and fear, seem incapable of seeing, 
that Methodist union means progress; 
Methodist division means decadence.” 

“Another reason why I urge my 
brother Methodists to vyote for the 
scheme is that Methodist union would 
prove a strong boulder against the 
oncoming tide of Roman Catholicism. 
The Anglo- Catholic clergy are stead- 
ily growing in number. Methodist 
union would set free important forces 
which would be available to meet this 
growing danger to our Protestant 
faith. Methodist union will strength- 
en Methodism in our villages by put- 
ting an end to wasteful competition. 
No one pretends the scheme is perfect.

Methodism 
has from the start been a series of 
experiments. One of its most charm- 
ing and wisest principles has been to 
scrap old machinery and try a new 
method when the altering conditions 
demanded a change.

od.” 


Gypsy Smith’s Attitude. 

In the same issue of December 11. 
of the Methodist Recorder, is printed 
an interview with Gypsy Smith, a 
minister of the Wesleyan Methodist 


church, and one of the most effec- | 


tive evangelists in the world. Among 
other things he said: “Candidly. I 
am one of those who cannot under- 
stand how one can pray “Thy Kingzg- 
dom Come’ and oppose unification. 
What did our Savior mean when he 
prayed that all might be one. If 
you sav that does not mean organic 
union, but union in the spirit, then 
it makes little difference—surely it 
cannot mean that we are to oppose 
one another and keep separated from 
one another. I think of the words of 
St. Paul to the Corinthians. He 
conld not write to them as spiritual. 
Why Because there was among them 
envying and strife and division. 

“Surely after all these generations, 
our religion should be-a great deal bet- 
ter than theirs. Now Iama loyal and 
devoted member of the Wesleyan Meth- 
odist church, but as you have often 
heard me say. I am not out to make 
Methodists but to make Saints. I 
do believe that Methodist union is 
inevitable. In the recent wonderful 
services in London (fat the great 
Albert hall with 15,000 in attendance 
nightly) the Primitive Methodists, 
the United Methodists and the Wes- 
leyan Methodists cooperated magnifi- 
eently. Where was the difference? 
They all prayed together. They sang 
our great hymns together. They 
came to Christ together. 

“T look at the union proposed from 
this broad point of view. We shall 
have to live together in Heaven. 
Why cannot we live together now? 
Why should there be so much unnec- 
essary. rivalry, so much public con- 
troversy about non-essentials, when 
a weary hungry world is watching us 
and taking stock of us and weighing 
our sincerity? One cannot think of 
Heaven as a place or a state in whica 
the label ‘Wesleyan,’ Primitive,’ or 
‘United’ has any significance at all. 

Before the clear searching gaze of 
the Lord, who would dare to say 
‘Master, thou knowest I was an tn- 
compromising Wesleyan? Ah, there 
we shall not flaunt our little labels. 
There will be a greater, deeper ques- 
tion to answer. Not did you fight 
for the preservation of this sect or 
that, or did you score over your 
brother christian in this or that con- 
troversy, but just one word, ‘Inas- 
much as ye—* * *’, That is all. 

Opinion of' the World. 

“And the world sees far more than 
many of us imagine. They say of us 
‘these people claim to be commis- 
sioned to guide us in the way of 
peace. They all preach the same gos- 
pel. They all proclaim the same 
faith, the only’ difference between 
them is when they quarrel on non- 
essentials. If they really believe in 
the gospel which they bring us, if it 
i, as urgent as they say it is, surely 
they will stop wrangling about the 
things which do not matter, and stand 
solidly together for the things that du. 
In the light of eternity, and in view 
of the need of the world that hunge:s 
for Christ, I think every man who 
is now debating this great question 
of union should bet away from con- 
troversy for a season and get alone 
with his Lord—to hear Him speak- 
ing on the things that count. Le 
gave His all. 

“Cannot I sacrifice one cherished 
little notion on prejudice? -Individual 
prejudices must surely give way in the 
presence of a call for action that shall 
not only ennoble those who make 
sacrifices and set an example and 
lead the way to greater victories, 
but shall express as I believe the 
mind and the will of Christ. I can 
only express hope that in that rare 
air of that sunny elevation those who 
have the privileges of voting will 
make their choice.” 

These utterances of this great lay- 
man and this great evangelist fairly 
represent the attitude of the great 
majority of the leadership of the three 
Methodist churches, and the spirit of 
the Free church of England genera!ly. 
It will be a great day for the cause 
of Christ in Great Britain when the 
Methodist churches are united, giving 
an aggressive, evangelical body a mil- 
lion strong to face the growing Anglo- 
Catholic party in the Chureh of Eng- 
land. Knowing conditions as well as 
I do, I greatly rejoice at the hopeful 
prospect. 

Recorder's Statement. 


In support of my- position that the 
returns given above do not indicate 
that “Methodist Unification in Eng- 
land is Defeated,” I give the following 
extract from the leading editorial in 
the Methodist Recorder of January 
Sth, entitled “Future of Methodist 
Union.” 

“Now that the returns from quar- 
terly meetings are practically -com- 
plete, it is necessary to consider the 
future of the movement toward the 
union so signally indicated. We have 
neither the intention nor the desire 
to discuss the details of the voting; 
disputes about percentage are not 
serviceable to any interest concerned. 
The broad facts speak for themselves. 
Any similar vote from political con- 
stituencies would affect the whole fu- 
ture of the British commonwealth. The 
verdict would be accepted by the coun- 
try. Foreign and domestic policy 
would follow the vote. It might very 
well be that the result would be felt 
on the material possessions of - every 
vitizen. Within the church some such 
effect should follow. 

“As a matter of fact, we know that 
in religious matters a certain recal- 
triance is generally observable. Men 
do not acquiesce in the indication of 
majority approval as readily in the 
spiritual as in the political sphere. 
Conscience is supposed to be peculiar- 
ly sensitive in matters of faith. Is 
there any reason why a sensitive 
Christian conscience should disregard 
the desires and the judgmeut of a ma- 
jority of the brethren? 

“Consider what it means if any such 
attitude be assumed. The conference 
coucerned appointed the December 
quarterly meeting to decide after pray- 
erful consideration, They have so de- 
cided. <A certain result has followed. 
If we say that result is not accerd- 
ing to the mind of Christ, that it is 
perilous and a bad lead, it follows 
that we are putting shame and con- 
fusion on the larger company of our 
fellow Christians within our associa- 
tion and fellowship. Is there not a 
cal] to the church to recognize within 
its own boundaries, and to accept, as 
it is accepted in the wide life of the 
state, the findings at which the 
ehurch has arrived after protracted, 
serious and prayerful consideration ? 
Until we have other and convincing 
evidence, we prefer to think that there 
will not be one course of conduct in 
the stgte and another course of disposi- 
tion in the church. [he vote now rez- 
istered falls into line with all that is 


This editorial indicates that Metho- 
dist unification in England is not de- 
feated, unless it is seriously main- 
tained that the majority have no rights 
that the minority is bound to respect. 
In Canada, in Australia, in New Zea- 
land and in Ireland the various Meth- 
odist bodies have united, and there is 
now only one Methodist church in any 
of these countries. The results of 
the voting in Great Britain clearly 
indicates that Methodist unification is 
the will of the*great majority of the 
members of the Methodist churches 
in the mother country. 

Bishop Candler asserts that the dif- 
ference between the several Metho- 
dist churches in Great Britain are 
far less than those between the two 
large Methodist bodies in the United 
States. I do not «question the sin- 
cerity of this statement, but I just 
as sincerely disagree with him. I 
believe that fer the reasons given by 
Sir Robert Perks and Gypsy Smith 
for the unification of English Method- 
ism, and for additional reasons, the 
/ proposed plan of unification of the 
'two great Methodisms in our country 
should be acopted. 

“I believe furthermore that our own 
church will be faced with the same 
question which faces British Wesley- 
an Methodism.” In the event that 
a large majority of the duly qualified 
representatives of the church shall 
vote for unification, is there any rea- 
son why the rights of the minority 
should be emphasized, and the rights 
of the majority be minimized 
or disregarded?’ As brethren who 
love our great church, and who long 
for her to continue to be a great 
factor in the evangelization of the 
world, we must realize that whether 
the proposed plan of unification is 
adopted or defeated, we will face a 
very serious situation at the next gen- 
eral conference. From all the infor- 
mation which I ean gather, it is 
probable that the plan will be ap- 
proved by an overwhelming majority 
in the Methodist Episcopal church. 
There are able, earnest, sincere men 
and women on both sides of this ques- 
tion, both among the leadership and 
among the rank and file of our people. 

“For the future welfare and effi- 
ciency of our church we must respect 
and deal fairly with each other. Open, 
frank, full of discussion is not only 
entirely proper, but as I believe de- 
sirable. Our people are not only 
entitled to hear al] the facts on both 
sides, but the leaders on both sides 
should desire that they have those 
jacts before taking a vote, or regis- 
tering a conclusion. It is incon- 
ceivable that any lover of the church 
will be satisfied to secure either the 
defeat of the adoption of the proposed 
nlan simply by the constitutional ma- 
jority. ‘The question inevitably arises 
‘“Wiat will be the situation confront- 
ing ws if the plan should be ratified 
hy the bare 75 per cent, or if the 
nian should be defeated by a bare 25 
per cent in the negative?” 

Grave Issues Involved. 


“Surely we must discuss this mat- 
ter with an ever-increasing apprecia- 
tic6n of the exceeding gravity of the 
issues involved, and the results which 
will inevitably follow the vote no mat- 
ter whether the plan is ratified or 
defeated, especially in view of the 
fact that the Methodist Episcopal 
church will almost certainly ratify 
the plan by an overwhelming. ma- 
jority, and thus indicate to our peo- 
ple in all territory where the two 
churches are in competition that they 
have agreed to a plan of unification, 
and we have rejected it. 

I hope that our British Methodist 
brethren will be able to carry through 
their proposed plan of unification 
wrthout any serious friction or 
schism, and that in the -good provi- 
dence of God the two great Methodist 
ebirches in this country will do the 
same. P

DRIVE AGAINST LAWLESS CHAUFFEURS CONTINUED 


By Gun-Toting Taxi Driver 


New York, February 14.—Dennis 
J. Kenny, 20-year-old victim of a gun- 
toting taxicab driver, was buried to- 
day while the police "wound up their 
drive against lawless taxi chauffeurs. 

As a long cortege, including Gover- 
nor Alfred E. Smith and his military 
staff, followed the body of the youth 
from the Fifth avenue residence to a 
cemetery, the police continued their 
activities, arresting 48 drivers and 
summoning 947 others for appearance 
in traffic court Monday. It was the 
shooting of Kenny that induced Po- 
lice Commissioner Enright to begin a 
surprise inspection of the 17,500 cabs 
in the city yesterday. 

Kenny's funeral was impressive. A 
nephew of Edward J. Kenny, honor- 
ary deputy fire chief, the youth was 
popular and had many friends. High 
requiem mass was sung for him in the 
Church of St. Vincent Ferrer’s. Gov- 
ernor Smith came here from Albany 
to attend the funeral. 

Kenny died Thursday of revolver 
wounds inflicted by John Leventine, 


24, ex-convict and taxicab chauffeur, | 


January 29. Leventine had taken the 
youth and Miss Annabelle Flower 
from a Greenwich Village cabaret to 
the young woman's home. A fare dis- 
pute arose, ending in the fatal shoot- 
ing. Leventine will go to trial on 
March 9. 

Without . warning, Commissioner 
Bnright ordered a taxi clean-up yes- 
terday. There were 5,000 officers in 
the drive, and they worked in the 
streets of the five boroughs simul- 
taneously, permitting no cab to de- 
part after inspection until the driver's 
credentials either had been found en- 
tirely within the law or he had been 
served with a summons to appear in 
court.

Object Likely To Be 
Given, but Reservations 
Will Be Asked. 


ENGLAND. STIRRED 
OVER BEST POLICY 


No Affront To Be Given 
League of Nations, but 
Its Obligations Are Felt 
To Be Too Great. 


BY FRANK H. SIMONDS. 

London, February 14.--For the 
American, the outstanding circum- 
stance of British public life at the 
moment is the present debate over the 
League of Nations. Actually, this 
debate is neither new nor strikingly 
British. The simple truth is that the 
British people are discussing the pro- 
tocol of the league in the same spirit 
and with much the same phrases as 
the American people six years ago 
examined the covenant. All the old 


arguments, objections and differences 
are coming up again in a fashion 
which, for the visiting American, is 
at once bewildering and familiar. 
When all is said and done, the de- 
bate over the protocol arises from the 
fact that there are a large number of 
Englishmen who believe that this doc- 
ument, if adopted, would commit Brit- 
ain to a guarantee by its own force 
of a new map of Europe, and the ter- 
ritorial arrangement made at the 
Paris conference; that it would con- 
tain involvements and commitments 
beyond any desirable limit. In a 


word, Britain shrinks from the pro- 

tocol gs America did from the cove- 

nant for exactly the same reasons. 
Situation Different. 

Yet always the situation is funda- 
mentally different, for the isolation 
of the United Siates, with three thou- 
sand miles of sea intervening, is still 
absolute, while, as the last war 
showed, the isolation of Great Britain, 
with barely 20 miles of water, is imag- 
inary. Thus, the arrival of a new 
European struggle would infalliby in- 
volve Britain, probably from the out- 
set. British escape from the actual 


dangers of the protocol by adopting 
the American policy of aloofness, how- 
ever desirable in theory, is impossible 
in practice. 

What the average Englishman is 
feeling with no little disquiet and ir- 
ritation is that after all he is tied to 
Europe. To put it even more broadly, 
as contrasted with America, he is 
committed, he is rnvolved, his geo- 
graphical position does not permit him 
to enjoy the luxury of a policy of iso- 
lation. In a word, he knows that if 
there is a European war, he will be 
involved and he is involved. Air and 
submarine weapons have destroyed his 
ancient security. 

Faces Awkward Dilemma. 

But in this situation, he is facing 
an awkward dilemma.

a definite pact of security, pleading 
British arms to maintain French and 
Belgian safety, or the ratification of 
the protocol league adopted at Gene- 
va last summer, which commits him 
similarily to a defense of the status 
quo in Europe, and above all to the 
maintenance of the integrity of the 
eastern states, life Poland and Ruma- 
nia, whose integrity seems to him inde- 
fensible in the long run. 

Even here the afflicted Briton does 
not find any easy, simple choice. For 
if he should decide that the simpler, 
easier outlet is to adopt the princi- 
ple of Franco-Belgian security to in- 
sure the Rhine situation, nevertheless, 
he is bound to perceive that France 
herself has by treaty pledged her sup- 
port to the Poles and Czechs for the 
maintenance of the integrity of both 
these states. Thus, in practice, to 
guarantee the Rhiné would méan to 
guarantee the Vistula and Bug. 

Private Alliance Distasteful. 


Moreover, for the British there is 
a marked distaste, now. for any spe- 
cial private alliance. Millions of Eng- 
lishmen believe that the last war was 
precipitated and Britain's participa- 
tion insured by Sir Edward Grey's 
various more or less secret under- 
standings with France and Russia. 
They believe that separate alliances 
made war inevitable, that a repetition 
of that policy would insure a repeti- 
tion of ultimate calamity. For these 
millions, too, there is no basis in 
sentiment for any guarantee of 
French security, with a resulting con- 
dition which would approximate an 
anti-German coalition. 

Nevertheless, the further the whole 
situation is explored the more con- 
vinced the Englishman becomes that 
he has only a choice between a di- 
rect Franco-Belgian guarantee and 
ths omnibus protocol commitment. 
What is even more annoying, as I 
have tried to make clear, is that in 
the end both alternatives seem to 
arrive at about the same point, for 
there is no vast dissimilarity  be- 
tween guaranteeing the security of 
France directly, when France _ is 
bound to protect Poland, and guaran- 
teeing the existing states of Europe, 
thus by inclusion that of France and 
Poland. 

There is a remark attributed—with 
what accuracy I cannot say—to Aus- 
ten Chamberlain, the foreign secre- 
tary, which puts the problem with the 
utmost clarity. Chamberlain is re- 
ported to have said, “To reject the 
protocol would be disaster, to ratify 
it seems now impossible; the wit of 
man has not yet been able to dis- 
cover a third possibility.” 

Rejection Fatal to League. 

No one in England mistakes the 
fact that rejection of the protocol 
would be a deadly blow to the league, 
it would in reality be a blow wholly 
nnalagous to that struck by the 
United States when it rejected the 
covenant and definitely stepped out- 
side the circle. ‘The Jeague might 
survive British, as it outlived Ameri- 
can defection, but it would then be- 
come a wholly continental, European 
institution, and Britain would cease 
to be a factor, even if it remained a 
tacit member. 

But the British do not want to 
abandon the league. It is true, I 
think, that the fortunes of the league 
at the moment are relatively at a low 
point in this country. The protocol 
has proved a shock to its friends, a 
reinforcement to its enemies. Eng- 
lishmen, quite as much as Americans, 
have been wont to think of the league 
as a permanent conference rather 
than as an association of nations un- 
dertaking very specific, not impos- 
sibly onerous, duties to preserve 
peace, responsibilities which might 
conceivably be tremendous. 

No Escape Available. 

But where the American with his 
3,000 miles of sea, can draw back, no 
such escape is available for the Brit- 
on. If he should adopt this policy. 
then, as Herriot’s recent speech indi- 
cated, Francé would stay on the Rhine 
indefinitely as the sole method of 
guaranteeing her security; real peace 
in Europe would be impossible at a 
date early or late, a new conflagration 
would break out almost surely, involv- 
ing Britain as a belligerent in any 
cease, shooting to pieces her markets, 
accentuating the extent of her unem- 

loyment. ; 

r It has inescapable clarity, the dilem- 
ma, which is now disturbing the na- 
tion, vossessed of the greatest political 
instinct in the world, but with a pro- 
found, incurable objection to making 
decisions in advance, to mortgaging 
future freedom of action by specific 
contracts. The British people are not 
willing at the moment to say that they 
will intervene in Europe under any 
circumstances which can only im- 
agined now. They are not even will- 
ing to guarantee the future of France 
against fresh German attack withoyt 
knowing in advance all the circum- 
stances of the moment. 
European Map Distrusted. 

Dominating all, too, is a | genoa 
distrust existing of the map of Europe. 
The Briton does not believe in Po- 
Jand, Czecho-Slovakia, in Greater 

Rumania. He believes that these 
states in their existing boundaries 
constitute inevitable affronts & Rus- 
sia and Germany in a not distant 
future.

- pears to him is that these countries, 
newly created or expanded, seem in-

or Russia, or to defend frontiers 
which he has never himself accepted. 

‘As to the Franco-German situation, 
his mind is much clearer, provided 
only this situation were met. He has 
no particular sentimental love for 
France; we have passed out of the 
area of sentiment. But he sees that 
France is not going to abandon the 
Rhine barrier without a guarantee of 
security from him. either direct or 
through the protocol. What-is equal- 
ly to the point, recent events have 
tended to give him a more favorable 
view of the French mind. He does 
believe that France will retire, provid- 
ed guarantees are forthcoming. 

Militaristic France Past. 

You must appreciate the change of 
mind in Britain with respect of French 
tg estimate present conditions ex- 
actly. The militaristic France of 
Poincare has disappeared. Now the 
majority of Englishmen see France 
as a country honestly concerned with 
security, ready to retire behind her 
own frontiers, abandon any coercion 
or mutilation of Germany, provided 
only security is assured. And, be it 
added, not ready to retire otherwise. 

The Englishman neither liked nor 
approved of the French position. He 
regards it as unreasonable, quite nat- 
urally, since it is calculated to be em- 
barrassing for the Briton himself. But 
he does see it with comparative preci- 
sion, he does see that it is a nation- 
wide opinion, he does recognize that 
something must be done about it, that 
it may be possible to do something 
about it in the long run when the 
whole matter has been thrashed out. 

Situation Understood. 

Now we are just here in the dis- 
cussion. The peuple and the new cab- 
inet have recognized that the real de- 
cision is between the protocol and the 
making of a new exclusive treaty of 
guarantee with France which would 
have all the disqualifications of a spe- 
cial alliance and would not in the 
end save the British from embarrass- 
ment or worse if trouble broke on the 
Vistula, not on the Rhine. Again, 
the mass of the people see that if 
Britain summarily rejects the league 
now, the league will be compromised, 
the British influence in it destroyed. 

There being only two obvious log- 
ical solutions, it is safe to guess that 
the British will ultimately find a third 
which is neither obvious nor logical, 
and will probably consist of taking 
a little from each possibility. 1 haz- 
ard the guess that the Baldwin gov- 
ernment will do nothing which would 
lay it open to the charge at home or 
abroad that it had wrecked the league. 
But it seems equally certain that it 
will not Jay itself open to the charge 
that it bas pledged the youth of Brit- 
ain to the defense of the Polish line 
in the swamps beyond the Pinsk, or 
even in the corridor along the lower 
Vistula in war, all of which is an- 
other way of saying that the British 
are now likely to follow the example 
of the United States senate in the 
memorable fight over the covenant. 
They are apparently to accept the pro- 
tocol with reservations, with reserva- 
tions drawn in the same spirit as those 
of our own legislature. They are 
considering indorsing the object of the 
protocol, but they are going to water 
down the obligations involyed and do 
nothing hastily. 

Regional Pact Possible. 


But will this satisfy France? Ob- 
viously not. Therefore, as cor- 
rollary, one hears more and more of 
a special pact with France under the 
league, a so-called regional pact to 
which in the end Germany. too, may 
be admitted, a pect which guaran- 
tees not the security of France and 
Belgium immediately and_ directly, 
but the perpetuiivy of the frontiers 
laid down at Paris, so far as_ the 
Rhine region is concerned, and obli- 
gates the Jritisn to use their re- 
sources to restrain any nation— 
which means, in practice, either 
France or Germany—if eicher seeks 
to disturb the peace or raodify the 
status quo in thaz region. 

In effect, John Bull is geing to say 
quite characteristically: “As to the 
protocol, I approve of it in principle, 
as I do all efforts to preserve peace, 
as I do the league of nations from 
which it emerged, but given the state 
of mind in my country, particularly 
in my dominions, it is no earthly use 
for me to undertake to promise that 
if you get into a row with the mid- 
dle or east of Europe, I shali be com- 
mitted in advance to go two the fire. 
Maybe that fire will sprexd to my 
property in the end, but the fact is 
that I cannot make my people under- 
stand this in advance. We believe 
in a league of nations, but for us you 
went too fast, to» far in Geneva. I 
shall have to wait until my people 
catch up. But pray do not think that 
this means I do not believe in the 
league. Oh, dear, no, nothing of the 
sort, on my word.” 

Answer to France. 

Then to France: “Look here, about 
this matter of secirity. what you 
want is the fact of security. what my 
people want is to escape the form of 
special alliance; therefore, how would 
it be for me to u.dertake to oppose 
any attempt to modify the status quo 
creuted at Paris, any refusal to ac- 
cept arbitration, to resort to aggres- 
sion, as defined in the protocol. You 
have no intention of ‘attacking Ger- 
many, so that <loes not restrict you. 
If Germany attacks you, then I am 
committed. But as to Poland, your~ 
if I may—so peculiar eastern involv- 
ments, don’t count on me.” 

Now, broadly sneaking, that is the 
present British temper, that is the 
direction in which events sre moving 
slowly, deliberately, are even being

All 
suspicion of even hostility to France, 
which was so marked one year and 
three years ago when I was here, 
have disappeared, from the surface 
ut least. Such ircitation as exists is 
directed at Germery, not so much 
because of German wickedness as 
what is regarded as German stupid- 
ity. What British statesmanship is 
afraid of is that German policy will 
blunder and foree the hand of the 
British rulers, who are all for tem- 
porizing and gradually solving the 
difficult problems which are mainly 
difficult because of their extreme 
complexity. | 
Want To Prevent “Incident.” 

Note that British statesmanship is 
enutmously concerned in preventing ayn 
“ineident” in Europe at the moment, 
wlicther a French or German “inci- 
dent.” it is struggling with the prob- 
lem of giving France an_ irreducible 
minimum of security by guarantee 
without offending Germany or per- 
mitting a guarantee to take on the 
character of a separate, therefore anti- 
German alliance. It is equally con- 
eerved with finding a way to modify 
the more sweeping provisions of the 
protocol, so far as Britain is eon- 
cerned, without injuring the prestige 
of the league or arousing continental 
reseatment or—this is an obvious dan- 
ger—seeming to intimate to Germany 
that she has British assent to a policy’ 
of aggression in eastern Europe, pro- 
vided she will “be good” in the west. 

After all, this is precisely the sit- 
uation in which the genius of the 
British race shows itself at its best. 
The qualities which are demanded 
are not only those which Britons have 
ulways displayed te a greater extent 
than any other people, but they are 
qnalities which are on the whole un- 
nistakable assets in the present Bald- 
win cabinet. 

Peace Desire Universal. 

Tcday I think one may assume that 
every nation in Europe, every people, 
at least, desire peace, but the ex- 
periences of war have been for all 
continental peoples so terrible that 
peace has left them with a tremen- 
dously exaggerated if wholly natural 
and comprehensible conception of their 


‘it in ied rather than reduce 
ilition and racial and national appre- 
hensions. 

The British, on the other hand, by 
reason of their relative isolation, are 
in a position to take a far calmer view 
of realities. Moreover, since their 
isolation is only relative, they are 
hound to be involved in any new strug- 
gle. They have a passion for peace 
which is uncolored by any national 
conviction that peace is attainable, 
save at the price of measures which 
are in themselves calculated to abol- 
ish the possibility of enduring peace. 
One must point out in all fairness 
thut the danger for the British 
lies peoree in the possibility 
that this relative isolation may Jead 
to the adopion of policies which shall 
seein to the nations feeling themselves 
endangered as selfish and simply cal- 
culating. In that case, the advantage 
of the British position would be lost, 
British statesm*n would promptly 
encounter precisely the continental co- 
ulition which wrecked the Genoa con- 
ference. That is why a mere rejec- 
tion of the protocol would be, to use 
the term ascribed to COhamberlaimi, 
nothing less than “fatal.” 

Dependent Upon Germany. 

Also British influence would be de- 
stroyed, British policy compromised, 
if Germany should in the end take an 
intransigeant attitude and adopt 
blustering methods. ‘Then reluctant- 
ly, certainly, but inevitably, I be- 
lieve, the British would be driven 
back to a real alliance with Fra: -e. 
For one thing that every American 
must realize is that, at the bottom 
of his heart, every Englishman knows 
now, after the last war, that he is a 
European, that his immunity is a 
thing of the past, that for him there 
is no peace unless there is peace in 
Europe. If he fails in his endeavor 
to promote peace, then he must face 
the practical problem of what side to 
take in any new struggle. That he 
would decide for France still, I think, 
remains inevitable, at least provided 
it were the France of Herriot facing 
the Germany of resurgent junkerdom. 

To end this brief summary of pres- 
ent British political opinions, I think 
I should add that for the first time 
in all my British visits, during the 
peace conference and since, there is a 
pretty general acceptance of the view 
that the United. States is definitely 
out of the league. This conviction 
has been expressed to me lately by 
some of the most ardent. friends of 
the league, champions of American 
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participation. 
America Is Blamed. 
One cannot disguise the fact that, 
accompanying this conclusion, is the 
feeling that the present British situa- 


tion is largely a result of American 
defection; that, in a certain sense, 
by refusing to cooperate with Bri- 
tain, we have driven her back into 
Europe with not attractive conse- 
quences, Naturally, as a consequence 
of this fact, debt settlement with | 
America is less popular in London 
than at any moment since the war. I 
do not mean by that to say that the 
American is badly treated, that he 
sufters any form of discomfort or 
of inconvenience. That would be ab- 
surdly inexact. There is only a 
rather subtle sense that one is re- 
garded rather as a foreigner than as a 
relative in a land where for many 
years people have been accustomed to 
differentiate between Americans and 
foreigners. Yet one should immedi- 
ately qualify by saying that we re- 
main the best treated of visiting for- 
eigners. 

After all, too. the position we oc- 
cupy is that which we have deliber- 
ately chosen.

It will be seen that the average 
duration of official life for the post- 
master generals the United States 
has had since 1900 has been a little 
over two years and seven montns. 

Short By Comparison. 

It is net merely that postmaster 
generals and their cabinet members 
have very short official lives com- 
pared with the higher executives of 
colleges, insurance companies and 
business corporations. ‘The  disad- 
vantage that runs against official life 
is increased by the fact that in insti- 
tutions other than government ones, a 
man comes to the presidency, com- 
monly, after a long experience in the 
lower ranks of the institution. He 
knows the business of the corporation 
or institution he is about to head 
from the ground up. Ov, if he is 
brought in from the outside at all, it 
is almost always certain to be from 
an institution in a similar line. 

In the government, ou the other 
hand, a man goes into the postmaster 
general's office wholly, as a_ rule, 
from the outside. Postmuster General 
Smith had been a newspaper editor, 
Payne had been an active politician, 
Wynne had been a newspaper writer, 
Cortelvou was one of the exceptions 
who had come up, not actually in the 
postoffice department, but in other 
branches of the government service. 
Meyer had been an ambassador. 
Frank Hitchcock had been one of the 
very rare exceptions—he actually 
came to be postmaster general from 
the ranks of the same service. Burle- 
son had been a-congressman, Hays a 
lawyer, Work a uysician, New a 
newspaper owner. 

Insurance Presidents. 

It is interesting now to turn to the 
experiences of sOme great insurance 
companies: 

The Metropolitan Life Insurance 
companies came into existence by that 
name in 1868—fifty-sevén years ago. 
In all that fifty-seven years it has 
had less than half as many presidents 
as the government has had postmas- 
ter generals in twenty-five yeurs. The 
names and terms of office of the 
presidents of the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance company have been: 

John R. Dow 1868 to 1871 
*Joseph F. Knapp 1871 to 1891 
**John R. Hageman....1891 to 1919 
xHaley 1919 to nuw 

*Mr. Knapp’s twenty years of serv- 
ice ended only by his death. 

**Mr. Hageman’s twenty-eight- 
year term, too, was ended only by his 
death. Also, Mr. Hageman before be- 
coming president of the company had 
been vice president, and had been in 
the company’s service more than thir- 
ty years since 1870. , 

xIn Mr. Fiske’s case, also, the 
presidency was filled from ihe ranks 
of the company. Before being made 
president Mr. Fiske had been vice 
president for twenty-eight years. 

That experience of the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance company, 57 years 
with only four presidents, with one 
of them still in office and with one 
serving 27 and one 2S years— 
that experience is an outstanding 
case of continuity of service, making 
possible, of course, continuity of 
policy and uninterrupted expansion. 

Other Insurance Companies. 

The Prudential Life Insurance 

company has had a very similar ex- 
perience. Its presidents and the du- 
ration of their official lives have 
been : 
A. L. Bassett...Oct. 15,.1875 to May 15, 1879 
N. F. Blanchard May 27, 1879 to May 11, i881 
J. F. Dryden..May 25, 1881 to Noy. 24, 1911 
Ff. F. Dryden..Jan. &, 1912 to Aug. 14. 19932 
E. D. Duffield.. Aug. 14, 1922, till now. 

The Mutual Benefit Life Insurance 
company in 61 years, from 1862 to 
1923, had only three presidents, with 
an average tenure of more than 20 
years. 

The Aetna J.ife Insurance company 
has had a similar experience: 
Eliphalet A. Bulkeley...1853 to 1872 
Thomas O. Enders 1872 to 1870 
*Morgan G. Bulkeley....18S79 to 1922 
Morgan B. Brainard....1922 to xed 

*Mr. Bulkeley’s 423 years of service 
was ended only by ceath. 

Here is an institution with a busi- 
ness life of 72 years and only four 
presidents—of whom one ig atill in 
office. 

‘That, so far as my information 
goes, is the outstanding example of 
an old company with long terms of 
official’ life, accompanied by what 
goes with it, the possibility of contin- 
uity of policy and uninterrupted ex- 
pansion,

Insurance company is close to that of 
the Aetna:

ness institutions, that provide more 
conspicuous examples of continuity 
in office than these I should be in- 
terested to know about them. 

The most picturesque of the ma- 
terial that has come to me 2s a result 
of the article three weeks ago I have 
no space here to include. In some 
future article, however, I shal] in- 
clude it, for it composes a most in- 
teresting aspect of American life. 

In the previous article I spoke of 
the Du Pont company as an outstand- 
ing example in America of an insti- 
tution with a long life—128 years~- 
always in the ownership of one fami- 
ly, with all its seven presidents taken 
from that family and all bearing the 
name Du Pont. 

Case of Baltimore Bank. 

I spoke of this as “the outstanding 
example in America of the sustained 
vitality and tenacity of a single fami- 
ly in business.” That generalization 
is probably correct. taking into ac- 
count the enormous growth that has 
attended the Du Pont company. But 
I have been extremely interested to 
learn through letters of several other 
businesses that have been in the same 
family for even a longer time. In 
Baltimore there is a banking house, a 
large one, important nationally and 
internationally, Alexander Brown & 
Sons, which has been in the same 
family since the year 1800. The 
fourth generation of the family is now 
in contro] of it. 

In the little town of Newton, N. J., 
there is a bank, the Sussex National, 
that has been in the same family for 
three generations, from 1818 to the 
present. ‘ 

In Wilmington, Del., there Is a 
leather business having branches in 
Philadelphia, New York, Chicago and 
Atlanta, which has been in the same 
family more than 200 years—ever 
since 170%. 

In Family Since 1799. 

In Massachusetts there is a paper 
manufacturing company that has been 
in the same family since 1799. Ever 
since 1866 it has made tie paper that 
the United States government uses 
for currency. 

The interesting details of these and 
some other old American businesses I 
shall give in a future article. 

Meantime, if the readers of this 
know of similar examples and if they 
are sufficiently interested, I should 
he glad to know of more such cases, 1s 
there any newspaper, for example, mn 
the United States that has been in 
the hands of the same family for a 
hundred years, or even seventy? 1 
can think of two newspapers that are 
now tn the second generation of one 
family and one that is in ihe third.

And so it was nine years ago we 
meved dewn over that life-destroying 
face, tempted fate, set aside all tra- 
ditions and in the face of an increda- 
lous, mocking world we plumbed its 
wall, tested its soundness, removed 
hundreds of tons of loose rock; an 
then foot by foet pushed the frontier 
of our mammoth art undertaking.

story of the south is becoming the 
sculptural wonder of the world. 

Before beginning any actual work of 
survey or scaffold building I consuit- 
ed with free of the foremost engi- 
neers in America, and one of them sent 
his chief aid to the mountain to spend 
a week in order to become thorougily 
acquainted with the problem. At the 
end of that week my engineer had ac- 
quired a very definite fear of the 
mountain itself. This is not unusual 
—the mass of people look upon this 
work first as a dangerqus undertak- 
ing, second, as too ce ie a man to 
do, and finally dealing with a sub- 
ject that was not successful. These 
objections in the mind of the mass, 5s 
the government would say, represent 
the judgment of people whose minis 
and character have not developed »c- 
yond the years of twelve. 

In the first place, danger never dis- 
turbs for long an honest, earnest man. 
Second, nothing in life that is solidly 
related to this earth is too big for 
man to undertake and accomplish. 
Third, I have found that the noblest 
causes in life, the purest dreams that 
have come to man have been regarded 
sometime in their developmnt as lost, 
and their leaders have too often per- 
ished with their cause, as was the 
case of many of the ablest of the 
south’s leaders.

Washington, D. C., February 14. 
Probably nothing has brought Presi- 
dent Coolidge into such intimate 
touch with the American people as his 
voice as heard over the radio. Hune 
dreds of thousands of listeners feel 
that they know him personally be- 
cause of his natural way of speak- 
ing. 

A wonderful agency in getting him 
to the people has, of course, been the 
development of photography, especial- 
ly the moving picture, but an even 
more accurate portrayal of the man 
is his radio voice, for he is heard on 
the air exactly as he talks. 

As has been told many times, the 
president, like many another radio 
speaker, did not respond readily to 
the microphone and had a feeling 
that he was not getting over. This 
feeling, however, was quickly dissi- 
pated by the avalanche of telegrams 
and letters which has followed his 
various addresses. 

President’s Views. 

The president, however, has indi- 
cated in his very positive statement 
made from the white house last week 
that he has not allowed himself to 
be swept off his feet by radio, for 
he was quick to disavow the story 
that he was to make periodic radio 
addresses. He took this occasion to 
express his appreciation: for the serv- 
ice newspapers were doing in this re- 
card and to announce positively that 
the dissemination of white house news 
would continue, as usual, through this 
satisfactory channel. 

The impression one got was that 
he regarded both the newspaper and 
the radio as having 4 distinct place 
and that there was not a chance of 
the one prevailing to the exclusion of 
the other.

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AMERICA DOING 
GREAT SERVICE, 


VISITOR ASSERTS : 


In seeking an amicable solution of 
problems of race relations Americans 
are doing the world a service of great- 
est importance, according to Secretary 
Kenneth Maclennan, of the Mission- 
ary conference of Great Britain and 
Ireland, a recent visitor to Atlanta 
to study the inter-racial situation and 
the status of. negro education in this 
country. 

“You Americans,” he said, ‘‘are do- 
ing a much more important thing than 
you realize, one which has significance 
not for America alone,: but for the 
whole world. The 12,000,000 negroes 
in this country are but a small part 
of the world’s colored population, and 
the relation of the two races here is 
only a segement of a world-wide prob- 
lem of racial attitudes. Great Brit- 
ain alone is dealing with a vastly larg- 
er native population in Africa and 
with some three hundred million in- 
habitants of India. 

“The best minds among the British 
people are earnestly seeking the right 
solution of this tangled web of race 
relations,” continued Dr. Maclennan. 
‘‘They are looking hopefully to Amer- 
ica where the problem seems to be 
clearing up through mutual efforts to 
promote understanding, sympathy and 
helpfulness between the races. You 
may feel encouraged, therefore, to go 
forward with your efforts,” he con- 
cluded, “seeing that they mean so much 
to mi¥Yions of people in other lands.” 

While in the south Mr. Maclennan 
visited Tuskegee institute, Morehouse 
college, Atlanta university and Spell- 
man seminary. and expressed himself 
as greatly pleased with the educational 
progress the race is making in this 
country.

Following the new duties and priv- 
ileges of women today, a great intel- 
lectual change has transpired. Wom- 
en no longer spend hours carrying 


books on their heads in order to de- : 
they carry the books in- | 


velop grace; 
side their heads in an effort to gain 
mental poise. Where once the mar- 
riageable daughter was trained to cap- 
tivate with smiles and empty wiles, 
the debutante of now is educated to 
charm with her brilliance, capability 
and understanding. Cellege degrees 
are more common now than “finish- 
ing school” educations. 
Ilave Not Forsaken Homes. 

Women have not forsaken homes 
nor society, but they are making 
homes more successful and society 
more worth-while as a result of study. 
A survey of the business houses and 
of vrofessional fraternities will show 
with what amazing suecess the women 
of th’s country have Jearned and earn- 
ed tne places once owned by men. 
lind :t not been for the new desire 
‘or edueation, for training and for 
comprehension, the women of the 
present could never have built this 
new world that is the amazement of 
women of the past. 

As a natural development of wom- 
an’s intellectual growth, a new inde- 
nenience has resulted to change femi- 
7 ne destiny. Where once the “cling- 
ins vines” had to cling, willy-nilly, to 
the career of husbands and fathers, 
the sweet girl graduate ventures forth 
on her own eareer today, dependent 
On no man for success, 

Marriages Fewer But Better. 

This attitude of the new woman 
has its advantages for society. Mar- 
riage has decreased materially as a 
result of womn’s independence of man, 
Mairimony was once the only choice 
between a home and that distressing 
stizma, “old maid.” ‘Today there are 
no old maids—there are bachelor girls 
secure in their own abilty, paying for 
their own homes! 

I believe, however, that this con- 
cifion makes happier marriages when 
they come, as the business woman 
makes more careful calculations and 
is surer of herself and of her man 
when she marries, than were the girls 
who married because there was no 
other way. Yet often marriage goes 
by today for the pay envelope, which 
iss never as satisfying to a real wouin- 
un in the end as a home and babies. 

The astonishing degree of freedom 
granted today, if carried too tar, 1s 
dangerous, but I believe that the mad 
pace of certain thoughtless classes of 
the flapper age is only the first flush 
of enthitsiasm resulting from the great 
relief of emancipation. In time this 
pace will slow down to the sure, even 
march of women traveling toward 
more satisfying things than jazz can 


give. 
Will Not Abuse Freedom. 

When all women are accustomed to 
their freedom, they will not abuse it 
nor will they forsake the conventions 
for false ideas of independence. Only 
the execptions to the rule are doing 
tbis now, and I believe that this new 
freedom has resulted in placing upon 
women greater responsibilties and 
capabilities than old restrictions 
cranted. 

Of course, the greatest exterior 
change in women is their clothes. 
Modern feminine apparel is more san- 
itary than the sweeping skirts of old, 
and much nonsense in dress has been 
eliminated. Modern conservative 
gtyles are more sensible than were 
the -bustles and hoops of long ago. 
Any woman dressed becomingly is al- 
ways well dressed. no matter what 
the age or the style. 

Position or Job? 

Just as tke spinning wheels of wom- 
ank'nd are cobwebbed heirlooms to- 
day, Saturday bakings have been mod- 
ernized into bakeries, needles into 
sewing machines and fireplace stoves 
info fireless cookers. Woman's task 
is never done, even in this day of con- 
veniences, for in learning to do her 
tusk well she has learned to do more 
and to be satisfied with less. ‘The 
task of the woman of today is no dif- 
ferent from grandmother's, except that 
it is more diversified. The flapper 
has the choice of doing a dozen things, 
where her grandmother usually had 
to decide on doing that which is never 
done—housework. 

Yet, regardless of the tremendous 
change that has produced cigarette 
cases for women, in spite of woman 
vovernors and policewomen, the great- 
est success is still that adventure of 
clden times—romance, and love. Only 
the ideas ana work and possibilities 
of women have materially changed. 
The big difference between then and 
new is that grandmother held a posi- 
tion—whether it was that of house 
wife or socity bud—while women to- 
duy, mothers and debutantes alike, 
toke life and all its things as a fas- 
cinating job.

FIGHT PROBABLE 


Definite action on balancing the 
1925 budget, together with consider- 
ation of a number of matters of im- 
portance, is expected at Tuesday aft- 
ernoon’s meeting of the board of edu- 
cation. The regular February session, 
originally scheduled for last Tuesday, | 
was postponed until this week be- 
cause of the death of A. C. Meixell, 
member of the board. 


A battle is probable on the budget 

cuestion as there is said to be a sharp 
aion of opinion among members 
as te whether it should be balanced to 
Scptember 1, or whether an attempi 
should be made to operate throughout 
the year on the amount appropriated 
last month by city council. 

John T. Hancock, president of the 
board, contends that funds given by 
council will be approximately $600,- 

short of the amount needed ta 
operate during the year, and favors 
bulaneing the budget with the council- 
manic appropriation to September 1. 
If more money is not obtained be- 
fore that time, he said, the school 
system will be unable to operate 
throughout the year. 

Opinions Differ. 

Other members of the board, how- 
ever, are said to favor paring every 
possible item of expense, and to at- 
tempt to complete the year with the 
appropriation already voted. Al- 
though they admit that the amount 
will permit no new buildings, and will 
mean curtailment of some present 
programs, they take the view that if 
‘he board keeps within the appropria- 
tion this year, more money will be 
forthcoming in 1926. 

The budget was balanced only to 
September 1 last year, but schools 
were kept open when Mayor Walter 
A. Sims, negotiated a loan of $350.- 
000 to meet pay rolls for October and 
November. ®he amount was repaid by 
council early this year. 

New. Rules Proposed. 

Amendments to the rules by which 
the board would return to the cem- 
mittee form in effect previous to 1924 
also will come up for action Tuesday. 
Mrs. Kate Green Hess, who launched 
the movement at the board's January 
session, charged that the method used 
during the past year, when no stand- 
ing committees were in effect, has 
been unsuccessful, and asked a return 
to the former plan. 

Other matters to be considered in- 
clude proposed improvements to build- 


lockers for several schools; proposed 
change in the name of the new senior 
high school for girls; procuring of ad- 
ditional housing space for Goldsmith 
school and all junior high schools. and 
disposition of the Old Girls’ tee 
school building.

In 1923 there was organized in 
West End the West End Woman's 
club. Lhe growth of this organization 
was very rapid, in less than one year 
the membership had increased to more 
than 600.

It early be- 
came apparent to the members of the 
club that there was no building in 
West End which was large enough to 
house the organization. In 1924 the 
need for a large building to house 
the various civic enterprises of the 
club became urgent. 

Mrs. E. W. brogdon, the president, 
announced Friday the preliminary 
arrangements for one of the most 
up-to-date clubhouses in the country, 
tov be erected on the handsome two- 
acré site, at Cascade avenue and Ca- 
tawba circle, presented to the West 
{nd Woman's club. by Mr. and Mrs. 
- N. Ragsdale, prominent in Atlan- 
ta civic, social and political affairs. 

Construction work will begin about 
April 1, with DeFord Smith, of the 
firm of Doneling and Smith, as archi- 
tect. There will be billiard, lounging 
and smoking rooms for husbands of 
the members, beauty parlors, read- 
ing rooms and an auditorium com- 
pletely equipped for theatrical per- 
formances in conjunction. with many 
other new and modern features that 
go to make up a model club house. 

The members of the club have en- 
gaged in various activities to .raise 
the funds which are necessary for the 
construction of the building which 
they so urgently need. The lot, a 
large and beautiful hill, is free of debt, 
they have a neucleus of more than 
$3,000, they are operating a_ tea 
room at 154 Peachtree street which is

Mrs. J. E. McElroy, of Norcross, 
state subdivision chairman of jail 
improvement, made the following in- 
teresting report at the state conven- 
tion of Georgia Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs. 

In submitiing this report I wisb 
fo expréss my thanks to every one 
who has responded to my requests and 
appeals. In compiling these reports 
I have done my best to be accurate 


and at the same time give as good a 
repert as I possibly could. Through 
the activites of the different clubs, 
and more gspecially the publicity 
through the newspapers, of what we 
are trying to do, have been of great 
benefit in the management of our 
jails, but we are far from the point 
of being proud of our jail system. The 
grand juries are inspecting our jails 
more carefully than ever before, and 
are recomm*nding many changes con- 
ducive to sanitation, cleanliness ef 
walls, floors and bedding.

Future plans for Muscogee jail are 
an addition to be built over present 
kitchen to give adequate room for 
maximum number of men prisoners, 
white and negroes. Present men’s 
quarters to be given to negro women. | 
Vresent women’s quarters to be fitted | 
up and used for physical examination | 
upon entrance, isolation and _ treat- | 
ment of emergency cases. Small hos- 
pital ward with separation of sexes 
titted up. Assembly hall established 
in some available space where pris- 
oners may congregate with guards for 
tectures and religious services. Con- 
crete floors that may be scrubbed 
daily put on top of present metal 
floors. 

Our 12 districts sent in 54 counties 
having jail visiting committees in 
the 12 congressional districts. 

The Fifth district is inauguratin 
n splendid system on educhtionat 
Mines, a campaign of teaching the 
prisoners to read and write. This 
campaign embraces both white and 
black prisoners in jails and chain 
gangs. ; 


Jail Inspections. 

Jail inspections, Eighth district, is 
as follows: Comer Woman's club: 
Received certificate of honor for work 
of past two years; Hartwell Woman’s 
elub: Six inspections, improvements 
to the value of $490 made,  certifi- 
cate of honor received; Lexington 
Woman’s club: Inspection made; 
Covington Woman’s club: Inspection 
made and commitise was given yxola 
shield for good work, coming from 
Wugh Fuller. 

The best individual county jail 
report was Barrow county, at Wind- 
er, Ga. Almost all of the state re- 
quirements complied with and won 
the approbation of the state wel- 
fare board, which said: “A good jail 
and a good report. The use of such 
questions and answers as the ques- 
tionnaire you sent shows the active 
condition of your jail, a compliment 
to their chairman and committee, and 
such a report serves a very good pur- 
pose.” 

Our state welfare board has most 
graciously cooperated with me every 
wav possible, assisting often in ob- 
taining results in my line of work.

The department of American citi- 
zenship in the general federation has 
as its slogan, “Every Club a Training 
Camp for Citizenship,” aud the di- 
vision of citizensnip training has con- 
stituted itself into a bureau of infor- 
mation on. citizenship facts to help 
make the slogan come true. 

As the new chairman in the Geor- 
gia federation, some of the outstand- 
ing things done in the district will be 
given. 

First District: All clubs report 
most of their me«mbers registered and 
voting.

Health and Hygiene | 
Report for Year

Mrs. G. P. Fotks, Waycross, made | 
the following report on health and 
hygiene at the state convention of 
women’s clubs in Atlanta last No- 
vember : 

“As chairman of the aivision of, 
health a subdivision of the public 
welfare department of our federation, 
l wish to assure you of the great | 
efiiciency of our general chairman, | 
Mrs. Rambo, who has been untiring 
in her efforts to aid your chairman 
of health in putting this work before 
our clubs in Georgia. With what 
results? Only time will tell, for| 
there has not been the response that | 
our efforts have seemingly warranted. 

“From a suggested program pre- 
pared by your chairman of public 
welfare early in the year, I sent 
out letters in connection with this 
program to the chairmen of health 
in each of the 12 districts. I re- 
ceived replies from only two of these 
--Mrs. John T. Fletcher, of Colum- 
bus, fourth district, and Mrs, J. E. | 
Sommerfield, of Atlanta, fifth dis-| 
trict,—both of whom reported work | 
dene along the suggested lines and | 
promise of further activity. I «a 
not know that all of these letters 
were received by the right persons, 
for it has been very difficult to locate 
these chairmen of health, for by tlie 
time their names appear in the year 
book the clibs have elected new of- 
ficers and often the former chairmen 
to wi.om our communications are sent 
are unable to direct us to the new 
chuirmen. This one feature of the 
working of our clubs has been the 
greatest drawback we have encoun- 
terel throughout the year, and I be- 
lieve the change that has been sug- 
xested for the time of holding the 
state and district conventions will 
eliminate a great deal of this con- 
fusion. 

Child Health Stressed. 

“We have stressed the importance 
of reports on vital statistics and 
the work of child health, also the 
inclusion of medical examinations in 
schools, We feel strongly the neces- 
sity of urging these three important 
factors in our department. 

“Have just received a very compre- 
hensive report from Mrs. J. E. Som- 
inecfield, of Atlanta, ex-chairman of 
the fifth district, which embodies re- 
ports of acivities aleng various lines 
of our division of health for 1923 and 
the first part of 1924. Mrs. R. F. 
Brooks, of Lexington, chairman ot 
the eighth district, reports splendid 
work done in seven clubs in her dis- 


| beginning 


trict. A reply to my letter was received 
from Mrs. J. A. Happ, of Montezuma, 
newly-appointed chairmun of the third 
district, promising cooperation in the 
work. The eleventh distriet reported 
a most successful tour of the health- 
mobile. ‘The clubs cooperated eplen- 
didly with the state work.*’s and much 
practical good has resulted. Re- 
quests for literature have been re- 


ceived from the chairman of the 
Iranklin county federation. 

“Our president appointed 
chairman a delegate to the biennial 
in June, but was unavoidably pre 
vented from attending, and at the 
suggestion of Mrs. Brautley, I asked 
Mrs. Porter King, of Atlanta, to 
represent me at the various meetings, 
business and social, which were uar- 
ranged by Mrs. McNab Miller, gen- 
eral chairman of health. Report fol- 
lows: 

“‘Although far from well, I did 
manage to attend the affairs arranged 
fur the health division of the bien- 
nial. The day before the official 
epen ng, Mrs. Miller and every health 
representative who had _ registered 
were taken over the wouderfuily fine 
ilispensary at Pasadena, where there 
is a Clinie for everything, as well 
as a department for correcting de- 
formities and lameness in children, 
with every appliance and a_ skilled 
director. We were entertained at 
lunch in the garden of this* institu- 
tion, and this was followed by a con- 
fereuce and talk from Mrs. ‘late 
‘Thompson, the hostess of the day and 
directress of the anti-tuberculosis de- 
peurtment. Then we were driven out 
to see the partially finisued Preven- 
turium building for the tubereularly- 
inclined children, and last to the Dol- 
ly Varden shop. Here the patients 
make beautiful doll furniture of all 
kinds, bed-room, sitting-room, library 
-—every article seen tm a_ regular 
house. These children spend the time 
ip bungaiows around the shop after 
being dismissed as cured, but must 
wait three to six months before zoing 
hack into homes or other work. Mrs. 
(Thompson seemed to think it would 
help any club in their health depart- 
ment if they would wuy these sets 
of dol] furniture wholesale and retail 
them at faire, bazars and sals, using 
the profits to support local work. I 
also attended a division breakfast with 
a number of women from Shanghhni, 
China, given to Dr. Tarros, of Hull 
house. 

Social Hygiene Stressed. 

“‘The strongest and underlying 
thoucht of all seemed to be: Stress 
at all times social hygiene! If this 
was successful, all else would follow.’ 

“Nrs. Miller is very anxious to 
keep in touch with every department 
of the states and districts, and asks 
that the department chiefe keep her 
informed; also to let her know what 
literature may b@ needed and she 
will supply the same. Mrs. Miller 
is now general chairman of public 
welfare and resides in St. Lonis. 

“We have been favored with the 
couperation of the state board of 
health at all times during the year. 
ices sent out literature on all sub- 
jects of my department, much of it 
furnished by the board. Also re- 
peated letters with information and 
requests for reports from the several 
districts, with only the results above 
etate.1.” )

The national defense cannot func- 
tion efficiently without complete 
harmony between all wings, and 
there caf? be no real conservation 
without such harmony and without 
an elimination of much of the red 
tape that hampers the entire na- 
tional defense establishments. 


Undoubtedly the air service should 
be distinctive, as is the land and the 
naval branches, the air service hav- 
ing necessarily to serve as auxili- 
aries to both, but all of these 
branches should be closely linked 
in the proper spirit of unity, as well 
as working cooperation. 

What should be done, and what 
will necessarily have to come in 
time, is the abolition of the two 
separate cabinet positions of war 
and navy, and: combine all three 
wings, army, navy, air, under one 
head, say secretary of national de- 
fense, and then have each of these 
branches function separately under 
their distinctive departmental ad- 
ministrations. This would give con- 
centrated combined authority in 
only one cabinet official, and would 
eliminate much of the political feud- 
isms between the separate branches 
of the defense. 


A NATIONAL SCANDAL. 

It was quite unnecessary for the 
interstate commerce commission to 
publicly announce its, position that 
the Pullman surcharge is “reason- 
able and justified,” thereby giving 
the railroads the authority they al- 
ready have to assess sleeping car 
passengers a 50 per cent bonus on 
their regular Pullman- fares. The 
commission has assumed that posi- 
tion all along by not abrogating this 
Subsidy in the face of a veritable 
deluge of petitions from travelers, 
and even a threat from congress that 
it would be compelled to take the 
matter in hand if the commission did 
not act upon the authority vested 
with it, in the law imposing the 


oon as the railroads were back 
on their financial feet. 


It will be’ recalled the law was 
passed in 1920, when the railroads 
were turned back to private opera- 
tion, for the purpose of helping 
them to financially rehabilitate them- 
selyes after the war-time govern- 
ment operation. It amounts in gross 
figures to around $38,000,000 
$40,000,000 a year, and is purely a 
tax upon Sleeping car travelers, the 
fare tariffs being fixed entirely in- 
dependent of this surcharge. Thé 
increments from the surcharge go 
entirely to the railroads, the Pull- 
inan company having no_ interest 
whatever in the same. 

When the law was passed it was 
intended that this tax should be only 
temporarily imposed, the text of the 
law providing that the interstate 
commerce commission should termi- 
nate the surcharge at its own dis- 


to 


cretion and at such a time as it felt 


the railroads were financially strong 
again. 

For more than two years the rail- 
roads have prospered as they never 
have in their history. Their securi- 
ties are higher and firmer than ever 
before. Their met earnings are 
greater than ever before. And yet, 
despite the spirit of the surcharge 
law that this subsidy from. the 
traveling public should be with- 
drawn when such a_ satisfactory 
financial state had arrived, the in- 
terstate commerce commission has, 
for some unexplained reason, kept 
the law in force, and now it pub- 
licly backs up its position, and tells 
the roads to keep the surcharge 
going. The senate Friday took 
definite action looking to the repeal 
of the law. The house should do 
the same before the present ses- 
sion closes. 


It is little short of a scandal. The 
law was faulty in that it. gave such 
discretionary authority to a commis- 
sion, and the only thing left is for 
congress to inyestigate the situation, 
and if necessary expose the influ: 
ences, if any, that have actuated the 
commission in taking such an arbl- 
trary stand. 

In the meantime Georgia should 
do what North and South Carolina 
and West Virginia have done—abro- 
gate the surcharge tax as applied to 
all intrastate travel. The public 
utility commission has that author- 
ity and should exercise it at once,

That 
a guarantee in advance must be 
made, however, is obvicus.

The opera seasen is ap- 
proaching and the full guarant-ze 
must be made at once. Let there 
be no delay in* such an important 
matter. Atlanta cannot afford to 
even dilly-dally with such a busi- 
ness call as this.

FAMOUS PAPER DIES. 

The passing of The Albany 
(N. Y.) Evening Journal is an epoch 
in American journalism. It was 
launched on the 30th of March, 
1830—95 years ago. 

When the famous ‘Albany Reg- 
ency’’ was becoming a powerful fac- 
tor in national politics, reaching out 
beyond New York state by reason 
of its dominant power in that state, 
the whig party was started, and The 
Evening Journal was begun as the 
national organ of the whigs. 

Launched with the high ideal of 
fighting ring politics, it subsequent- 
ly became the exponent of the most 
powerful ring of spoilsmen in Amer- 
ican politics. 

One of its founders is accredited 
with the famous saying “‘to the vic- 
tors belong the spoils.” It was de- 
livered in the course of an address 
in the senate by William L. Marcy. 

But the one outstanding feature 
that made The Evening Journal na- 
tionally famous was the editorship 
of Thurlow Weed. He was brilliant, 
fearless and unrelenting. His fre- 
quent personal encounters, cspecial- 
ly with Edwin Croswell, who edited 
the Regent organ, the Albany Ar- 
gus, took first page in the news- 
papers of the world. 

In that stormy period 
aligned himself with William 
Seward and Horace Greeley. The 
triumvirate became famous in Amer- 
ican politics as well as _ personal 
American journalism. The Regen- 
cy was completely overthrown. 
There were subsequently personal 
breaks between the three. 

. As long as Weed lived, however, 
his newspaper was one of the 
strongest forces in politics in the 
country.

now it is merged, and its 
name lost, by the grandsons of 
Weed. The day of personal jour- 
nalism has passed. 


WORSE THAN EVER! 


In the litthe city of Chester, Pa., 
last Sunday Dr. A. L. Latham, pas- 
tor of the Third Presbyterian 
church, waved before his congrega- 
tion ‘a paper four feet long,’ as 
stated in press dispatches, with the 
dramatic announcement, ‘I have 
here a list of places where liquor 
can be obtained in Chester. In no 
past time has Chester been so cor- 
rupt.’’ 

Dr. Latham is described in press 
dispatches as a conservative minis- 
ter of the highly religious type who 
is tolerant and companionable and 
not addicted to sensational preach- 
ing or wild and fantastic charges. 

Continuing he said: 


“There are several hundred  per- 
sons right here in Chester who openly 
violate the eighteenth amendment to 
the constitution of the United States 
and the Volstead act. In no time in 
the past has this city been so depravad 
as it is today. And this is due to 


the activity of bootleggers and the hot- 
footers who operate openly.” 


The fact that Dr. Latham has been 
pastor of the same church for 21 


years makes his statement of un- | 


usual significance. His comparison 
of the present, from the viewpoint 
of a minister, was made with the 
years prior to the 18th amendment 
from the same viewpoint. There- 
upon he regards moral conditions as 
worse in the illegally ‘‘wet’ today 
than in the legally ‘‘wet’’ yesterday. 

The conditions in Chester are the 
Same as the conditions in every 
community in the United States. If 
anything the effor. at enforcement 
in. Pennsylvania has been decidedly 
greater than in most states for the 
reason that Governor Pinchot, an 
extreme ‘‘dry,” has concentrated 
much of his ~dministration upon the 
one wet and dry issue, and has, in 
addition to iederal enforcement, 
constituted an enormous state con- 
stabulary for dry enforcement. 

The conditions in Chester are the 
Same as in cities Of relative size in 
the south, middle west, west, every- 
where. And the conditions in the 


larger cities are merely multiplied 


by their relative size. 


It is no wonder that te right-: 
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abiding citizens all over this coun- 
try, is fired. And the question is, 
what are ‘we going to do about it? 

Thousands of upstanding Ameri- 
can citizens, . Christian men and 
women of every denomination, pre- 
dicted that the situation would be 
just what it is. The late President 
Wilson, Chief Justice Taft, Cardinal 
Gibbons, Elihu Root, Samuel Un- 
termyer, Bishop Tuttle, and thou- 
sands of the leading thinkers and 
moral leaders in America declared 
before the 18th amendment and the 
Volstead act were enacted that they 
“would make America a nation of 
hypocrites and liars, and breed a 
new order of outlawry.”’ 

No reasonable man or woman 
wants the barroom back. No right- 
thinking citizen wants to see this 
nation other than sober and refined 
and law-abiding. 
today, as declared by the Chester 
minister, is worse in many ways 
than ever before, and something 
must be done and that without great 
delay. 

The present flood tide of bootleg 
liquor is not only debauching soci- 
ety to an alarming extent, but it is 
killing with its poisons to an infi- 
nitely greater extent than all the so- 
called narcotics combined. We hold 
a world parley to suppress narcot- 
ics, and right! What about the 
hootch poison that is as bad or 
worse? 

It is America’s greatest problem, 
and it cannot be settled by pussy- 
footing, and by free-will offerings to 
maintain political lobbies. 
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FARM LEGISLATION. 


While congress, In the few re- 
maining days, cannot do more than 
pass temporary farm legislation at 
best, it is encouraging that the fed- 
eral reserve system’s February 10 
report takes such an_ optimistic 
view of farm conditions generally 
that legislation of any kind is not 
regarded as imperative. 


The reserve board finds that a 
better rounded system of balanced 
agriculture is responsible for farm 
conditions that are permanently 
improved. - That is to say, the fact 
that farmers have learned, and are 
learning to grow more than one 
money crop, to grow their own 
home supplies, including feed for 
their live stock, and to conserve 
wastes in processes of by-products, 
is responsible for the present very 
Satisfactory status of agriculture 
throughout the country. 

Added to this system of balancing 
agriculture is the further advanced 
Step toward perfecting cooperative 
marketing. 
south the

Heretofore, in the 
farmer has grown 
a money crop almost exclusively 
because he did not know how to 
market anything else successfully. 
If he grew potatoes, or peanuts, or 
Sugar cane, or melons, he was very 
largely dependent upon _ nearby 
towns to consume the production, 
and the prices invariably were 
lower than the actual costs of pro- 
duction. 

Now the farmer who grows cot- 
ton finds a perfectly organized sys- 
tem for marketing that product, 
and his other products are accord- 
ingly cooperatively marketed, 
which puts*the small producer on 
the same basis as the large one, 
and places them all in a thorough 
system of. orderly distributing 
throughout the world their produc- 
tion as markets may consume, 
thereby as a rule maintaining satis- 
factory prices. 

These two advances, both closely 
linked—balanced agriculture and co- 
Operative marketing—are responsi- 


| ble for the better economic status 
| of agriculture as America’s greatest 


industry, 


Agriculture will not suffer, there- 
fore, if congress ends its present 
Session without enacting any heavy 
schedule of so-called relief legis- 
lation. The foundation of most of 
it is to get the farmer further into 
debt. It is not so specific in find- 
ing means of getting him out of 
debt. Congress should strengthen, 
with federal cooperation, the coop- 
erative marketing system, but not 
by establishing a federal marketing 
agency. 

The point is, while congress is 
fretting over farm legislation, in the 
rush of the closing hours, the farm- 
ing classes as a whole will be in 
better shape if much of the pro- 
posed legistation dies in the jam.

Need for Completion of 
Our High School System 


Editor Constitution: Permit me through 
the columns of your excellent paper to sub- 
mit the following in reference to the need 
of a new building for Hoke Smith Junior 


| Hich school. 


The whole plan of the education of the 
boys and girls of Atlanta is based upon the 
adequate maintenance of the grammar 
schools, the junior high schools and the 
high schools. 

At present there are over: €00 boys and 
girls froin the Hoke Smith Junior High 
school receiving instruction in the Commer- 
clal High school building on South Pryor 
street who cannot be accommodated there 
after the present school year because all 
of the ‘room will be required by Commercial 
High 

With the incoming classes, graduates from 
the grammar schools, the seventh and 
eighth grades, and those Who will not grad- 
uate in June, there will be over 1,500 boys 
and girls to receiye instruction at the Hoke 
Smith Junior High school in September, 
whereas there are only accommodations for 
half that number in the present buildings, 
including all the portables at the Hill 
street school, 

Unless provision is made for the housing 
of all these 1,500 children in September 
the board of education will be face to face 
with the problem of double sessions, one- 
half attending in the morning and the other 
half in the afternoon. 

It costs the parents of these children, at 
the very lowest estimate for the!tr mainte- 
nance, including board, room, clothes, shoes, 
books, etc., estimated at $1 each per diem, 
the sum of $547,500 per annum. Extended 
over a period of three years, the cost at 
this low estimate would be $1,642,500, 

If these 1,500 children are placed on half- 
the loss in efficiency through their 
inability to accomplish what they would ac- 
complish through attending school for full- 
day will be at least one-third, 
while the cost of maintenance to their pa- 
rents will be just the some, or $547,500 per 
annum. Such a loss in dollars and cents 
would mean, if it could be estimated at all, 
at jeast $182,500 per annum. 

A modern school building to meet. the 
present and future needs of the school can 
be erected for $250,000. The interest cost 
at 6 per cent would be £15,000 per annum. 

Now, my question is this: Can the city 
of Atlanta afford to delay the erection of 
a new building for the Hoke Smith Junior 
High school and thus cripple the whole plan 
of the school system by having these 1,500 
childrea attending school on balf-time, at a 
loss to their parents of at least $182,500 per 
annum ? : 

The Hoke Smith Junior Hich school is one 
of the four central pillars in the educa- 
tional system of the city and must not be 
handicapped by lack of foresight and prep- 
aration on the part of those charged with 
the responsibility of providing adequate ac- 
commodations’ for thé 1,500 boys and girls 
who will be enrolled for the opening of 
school next September.

‘Is Remedy for Pistol Evil 


Courts Best Protection 
Against Mob Violence 


Editor Constitution: Mecognizing the fear- 
ful consequences of the evil, I am whole- 
heartecly with you, and as a member of 
the assembly wilt go to the limit of legis- 
lation within corstitutional linitations to 
eradicate it. My experience of 50 years at 
che bar, during which I have servel my 
state as judge and prosecuting attorney, 
and with 16 years of service in the ticorgia 
assembly the evils you have so strongly 
presented to.the public are fully appreci- 
ated. The evil is manifest, but what of the 
remedy? In an attempt to teach a con- 
clusion let us consider ‘‘the old Jaw, the 
mischief and the remedy." The first is 
found in the organic law of both estate and 
federal governments. The second is too ap- 
parent ‘to admit of disevasion. The third 
is depencent upon the first. The national 
constitution declares, “2 well-reguiated 
militia being necessary to the security of 
a free state, the right of the people to 
keep and bear arms shall not be infringed."’ 

The state constitution contuns a like 
declaration with the cddition, ‘‘but the gen- 
cral assembly shall have power to rrescrite 
the manner in wkich arms mary be borne.”’ 
The state by statutory enactment has 
gougLt to remedy the evil by emacting that 
pistols shall be carried in & maucer 
“openly aud fully exposed to view.” By 
requiring license and bend, etc. These have 
sil failed. The remedies svggested duting 
this crusade, as far as 1 have observed, 


are, make the punishment a felony and a 
chaingaaz sentevce without fine by the 
courts under the present law. 

My experience is that a large percentage 
of juries will not convict where severe pen- 
sities sre fixed by law, even where proof 
is conclusive. Understand me that I am 10% 
taking position azainst this movement, but 
am suggesting difficulties with the hope 
that '* may attract the attention of the 
legal mind of the state and that they may 
be able to suggest to us, as legislators, sume 
way by which we may cure the evil by 
cnacting measures that will stand the tes" 
tefore the state and federal courts when 
attacted@d wpon constitutiona' grounds.

Is Autocracy Increased? 

Where is the increased autocracy 
Which some of the brethren find in 
the authority of the judicial council? 

It cannot declare 
general conference illegal] and void. 
lt cannot determine any legal ques- 
tion without review, by which is 
meant, without referring to the gen- 
eral conference and the annual con- 
ferences. It has absolutely no juris- 
diction in questions affecting — prop- 
erty rights were any to arise. ‘This 
council is a court only in cases of 
trial, and there only are its deéisions 
absolutely final. In other matters it 
is in reality a commission with obliga- 
tion to report back its findings to the 
general conference. 

The judicial council secures to our 
members, our preachers, and our 
bishops their fundamental rights and 
puts none in jeopardy. It is not’ a 
body of unlimited, unrestrained and 
autocratic power, That it is mis- 
understood and misinterpreted by the 
minority, their reports give ample evi- 
dence, 

The opponents of unification urge 
that no constitution is provided for 
the united church. These opponents 
are referred to article XI of the plan: 

“In all matters not especially set 
forth in these articles and until the 
conference by legal process shall 
otherwise ordain, the rules of gov- 
ernment in the discipline of the re- 
spective churches shall be of full force 
and effect and binding upon the juris- 
dictions, respectively.” 

The constitution that we have is 
operative until a new constitution is 
agreed upon, and a new one cannot 
be adopted without the 1ecessary ma- 
jority vote of our jurisdictional con- 
ference and the annual conferences. 

A favorite argument is in effect 
that the plan of wunification is not 
perfect. But even a_ perfect plan 
would be bad, if we are dealing with 
bad people. If the northern church 
is overreaching and unscrupulous 
ihen any plan would be bad. No con- 
ceivable plan is good when it comes 
to nartnership with a burglar. 

Some of the opponents of the pres- 
plan express their longing for 
unification. We are required to 
take the expression of desire at its 
face value, but with their arraign- 
inent of the spirit and methods of the 
northern church it is rather puzzling 
to know why they should desire uni- 
on any terms. When the 
argument is made against the years 
of certain brethren to the effect that 
our jurisdiction has equa. authority 
with the northern jurisdiction, the 
only reply is that on account of su- 
perannuates the northern jurisdiction 
will not always abide by the proposed 
plan.

New Offerings Heavy. 

New offerings of securities were 
heavy, in the aggregate, although a 
very large number of small issues were 
offered.

scribed. The main interest in the 
bond market at the present time is in 
the issues which have the higher 
yields and which are considered fair- 
ly safe. Of course, a high yield im- 
plies that theer may be some risk or 
speculative feature. It is the history 
of the bond market, however, that 
about 90 per cent of the bonds which 
sell on a middle-hign yield basis con- 
tinue to pay interest and are redeemed 
or funded at maturity. About 10 per 
cent of such issues is probably a much 
higher percentage than the actual de- 
faults or extensions at maturity, and 
it may be even less than 5 per cent. 
In fact, some of the bonds that at one 
time or another were in such seriously 
speculative a position as to have sold 
at yields of 10 per cent or even more, 
have been paid off. The market price 
of a bond is often low and the yield 
high because of smoething that might 
happen rather than something that is 
in real prospect or possibility. ‘The 
bank, trust fund and the very cau- 
tious investor cannot buy these high- 
yield bonds. The business man and peo- 
ple of wealth, however, usually put a 
part of their funds into these high-yield 
but fairly safe bonds. 

The wild gyrations of the grain 
markets have been watched with inter- 
est and concern throughout the world. 
To some, it has meant big profits on 
long holdings of wheat or corn. To 
the shrts, the advances meant a loss, 
except where the short lines were put 
out at higher levels before the very 
severe reactions, due to profit-taking 
and the competition of new grain from 
South America and Australia. The 
deeper significance, however, lies in 
the effect of high grain prices on the 
foods throughout the world. The 
whole cost of living range is often a 
reflection of wheat prices. 


The Wortham pool of Texas was in 
the high point of development one 
month ago whén it reached 167,000 
barrels daily. At that time, it looked 
as if 1t would increase further and 
would cross 200,000 barrels daily by 
this time. Instead, it has declined to 
around 60,000 barrels a day. Kew 
peopple realize that crude oil consump- 
tion has been inereasing steadily, 
and that there is not likely to be 
enough oil produced in this country 
even in the winter months to supply 
the demand. This will mean heavy 
withdrawals from storage, until such 
time as there is a great gain in the 
shipments of oil from South America. 
The oil situation is not only very 
strong now, but it is likely to con- 
tinue so for years ahead. ‘There has 
been intensive accumulation of the lead 
ing oil stocks recently in anticipation 
of a long period of rising prices for 
leading issues. 

Copper Market Quiet. 

The copper market has continued 
quiet. Some small lots of metal have 
been available at under 15 cents a 
pound, but there are no indications 
that large amounts could be obtained 
even at 15 cents, and whenever big 
consumers are ready to place their or- 
ders, it is expected that this will re- 
sult in a quick advance of 1-2c a 
pound or more. There is every in- 
dication of a big demand for the meta) 
in the near future and a good rise in 
the price. 

The U. S. Steel unfilled tonnage re- 
port showed an increase of near 225,- 
QO tons for January as compared 
with more than three timec that for 
December. There was a great increase 
in operations of the corporation, how- 
ever, and the whole steel trade has 
been active for some time, ‘That will 
result in a big gain in earnings for 
the first quarter of the year, from 
present prospects. There is an indi- 
cation of a larger volume of business 
in steel products in the next few 
months. 

Cotton was generally steady, ak 
though some reactions occurred in re- 
flecting irregular trends in stocks and 
gran. The situation in this market 
is unchanged, with no indication of 


direction until some idea is obtainable 
as to the acreage that is being pre- 
pared for the next crop. It may be 
that this will show a big increase, 
which would be moderately depressing 
on cotton goods.

IF PRICES FALL 
Business is lable to 
slow down; factories 
close or lay off men, 
which means that 
Men Lose Their Jobs 


Many articles have been written 
for business men bankers and 
economists on the subject of fluc- 
tuating prices. The following 
article differs from these in that 
it has been written primarily for 
the workingman. It discusses the 
effect on the common people of 
the fluctuating values of the dol- 
lar and the resulting alternating 
periods of “H. C. L.” and “De- 
pressions of Trade.” 

Dr. Irving Fisher of Yale uni- 
versity is and has been for many 
years an authority on the stabil- 
ization of the dollar. He has writ- 
ten this article in a simple, im- 
pressive style, clear and full of 
meaning for the layman.—Editor.

Professor of Economics, Yale University, 
Special Student of Stabilization 
of the Dollar. 

Ever since the beginning of our 
monetary history, prices have been 
subject to wide fluctuations. Both the 
civil war and the recent war in- 
creased the variability of prices, and 
have brought the question again be- 
fore us. In the United States in 1865 
prices stood at the highest point in 
American history. Between that high 
point and the low point in 1896 prices 
in the United States shrank by nearly 
two-thirds—that is. the dollar's buy- 
ing power*was multiplied nearly three- 
fold within a generation. After the 
panic of 1895 there was so great an 
outery against “low prices,’ espe- 
cially by the farmer and the silver 
miner, that the country was ready to 
take up HKrvan’s remedy for deflation, 
namely, inflation. But his proposed 
inflation, in the form of the free coin- 
age of silver, died a natural death as 
soon as the tide of prices turned from 
ebb to flondi. Rrvan’s supporters 
stopped supporting him, for their 
grievance against the “gold-bugs” dis- 
appeared as their losses turned to 
profits and they could pay their debts. 

But soon we heard cries of distress 


from other quarters—creditors, bond | 


holders, the salaried classes, wage 
earners, housekeepers—over “the 
high cost of living.” By 1913 the ex- 
citement was intense. ‘he war came 
and gave us something else to think 


about, but also made the high cost of 


living still higher. In 1920, in re- 
sponse to public outeries and in order 
to save their own necks, the banks 
deflated. Immediately we heard less 
complaint about the high cost of liv- 
ing, but then as soon as the see-saw 
tipped the other way, the farmer and 
business man, who'‘had scarcely been 
heard from in that fashion since the 
old free silver days, set up a howl 
again over “low prices,” “depression 
of trade” and burdensome mortgages, 
while labor complained of unemploy- 
ment. 

In short, we alternate between com- 
plaints over “H. C. L.” and ‘“‘Depres- 
sion of Trade.” 

Wage Earner Loses Twice. 


The laborer loses by each expansion ' 


and contraction. In the first place 
when the dollar loses in purchasing 
power, i. e., when prices are rising, 
the gmorkers’ wages do not get adjust- 
el fast enough, and no sooner are 
they jacked up than the cost of living 
again outruns them. It is generally 
true that in periods of inflation wages 
lag behind prices... In other words, the 
purchasing power of the dollar falls 
faster than the number of dollars in 
the man’s wage rises, so that real 
wages, that is, the entire purchasing 
power of the money wages fall. When 
I was in Germany a couple of years 
ago, the German workman had lost 
from inflation about two-thirds of his 
normal or pre-war wages, though in 
money he was receiving eight or ten 
times as much. 

Deflation is quite as injurious as in- 
flation. At first, it is true, the wage 
earner gains by deflation; for his 
wages lag behind when prices are 
going down just as they lag hehind 
when prices are going up. But his 
gains are short lived because of un- 
emnlorment. 

It is even harder for the employer 
to keep his ineome and expenses ad- 
justed than for the laborer, because 
so many of his exnenses are fixed by 
contract, interest, rent. salaries. and. 


to some extent, wages. When prices 
are rising he at first gains, but when 
prices are falling his income shrinks 
very fast, because his goods bring in 
less and less money while his expenses 
shrink very slowly—being in fixed 
amounts of dollars—reducing or wip- 
ing out his profits and so closing or 
partially closing bis plant. ‘Thus the 
unemployment to the laboring man is 
a by-product of the depression of 
trade caused by deflation. : 
A. F. L. Backs Stabilization. 

Among many important organiza- 
tions which have passed resoiutions 
favoring the general purpose of stabi- 
lization of the value of money is the 
American Federation of Labor. This 
resolution was passedl because certain 
labor leaders who had studied the sub- 
ject became convinced that our pres- 
ent unstable dollar hurts the laboring 
man, just as it hurts every other class. 
No large class of people can gain by & 
variable dollar any more than by a 
variable yardstick. 


Now, if it were true that everybody 
and everything could so dance attend- 
ance on our dancing dollar, as to keep 
exact pace with it, no harm would be 
done, any more than harm would be 
done by having a yardstick which 
stretched and shrank from time to 
time if only the price per yard kept 
exact pace. But unfortunately this 
is impracticable. If the yardstick, 
the bushel basket, the quart measure, 
the pound, etc., were constantly shift- 
ing we know that great confusion and 
injustice would result. 

In Washington there is the bureau 
of standards that is constantly work- 
ing to keep all our other units of 
measurement constant or stable. 
There are inspectors in every large 
town who go from shop to shop to 
see that weighing scales are correct, 
so that a pound, for instance, never 
varies year in and year out. Yet the 
unit of measurement which we use 
more than any other—namely the dol- 
lar—shrinks and expands constantly. 
Confusion and injustice result from 
a dollar which changes just as they 
would from a changing pound. yard 
or kilowat—but the change in the 
dollar is in a far greater degree and 
far less realized. 


Very few realize how much is lost 
by not having a stable dollar or even 
that we do not have a stable dollar 
already. It is just as hard to realize 
that our follar changes in value as it 
is to realize that the earth on which 
we stand changes its position in 
space. Just ag we instinctively think 
of the sun as rising and setting in- 
stead of ourselves as turning a somer- 
sault every twenty-four hours, so we 
instinctively think of the cost, of liv- 


ing as rising and falling instead of 


the dollar as falling and rising. We 
measure everything else in ferms of 
the dollar and never think of measur- 
ing the dollar itself. 

We have no trouble in seeing that 
other moneys than our own change 
in value. We all telieve that the 
mark and the roubl2 have already 
fallen. And yet, when I visited Ger- 


many, I found hv actual count that 


twenty-three peonle out of twenty- 
four had no idea that the mark had 
fallen! They thought simply that the 
cost of living had risen. 

Yet we know that the big reason 
for the fall of the mark in its pur- 
chasing power was inflation, the 
flooding of the world with marks by 
printing billions of them every month. 
But in Germany this was not under- 
stood by many. The Germans explain- 
ed the high cost of living (low pur- 
chasing power of the mark) first by 
war destruction, then by speculation. 
extravagance, inefficiency of the gov- 
ernment, discouragement over repara- 
tions» and a hundred other reasons— 
just as we “explain” our own high 
cost of living in every way except the 
right way. inflation. 

Dollar Is Real Culprit. 

Yet profiteering, speculation. ex- 
travagances, etc., are not the real cul- 
prits. Men can manipulate a few 
prices here and there now and then, 
but not the whple average tide of 
prices. On this tide of average prices 
men and their fortunes go up and 
down as helpless as chips on a sea- 
wave. 

The dollar sea is to blame for the 
price tides. When you find that you 
ean buy more than usual with a dol- 
lar—I do not mean more of one or 
two articles—but more of nearly 


everything—more on the average—it 
is not because everything has-takeu 
a notion to get less valuable all at 
once, but because the dollar has got 
more valuable. 

The secret is this: everything under 
the sun, whether it is shoes or salt or 
mofiey or what money is made of, is 
bound to get more valuable when it 
is scarce and less valuable when it 
is abundant. The reason why money 
is less valuable now is that money is 
more abundant now. é' 

Money consists of many different 
things. It consists of gold and silver 
and green paper and also of what 1s 
called “credit.” Credit means bank 
checks. ‘Of course these checks are 
not money legally speaking; but ecvu- 
nomically speaking they are almost 
the same as money. And the more of 
them there are available the less each 
dollar will buy. In the labor market 
it matters not what color or shape or 
size a workman is—the more work- 
men there are who are capable of 
doing precisely the same work as he 
can, the less he is worth. So it is 
with money. Inflate any kind of it 
and all kinds are worth less. It hap- 
pens that in America just now all 
money is inflated, including gold and 
paper and credit. 

And there is grave danger of more 
inflation. While we can only guess 
at the future, my own guess is that 
the high cost of living is going higher 
in the ensuing years, not lower. 

Remedy for Rising Prices. 

The only way to keep prices from 
rising is to keep the amount of money 
in circulation from increasing unduly. 
One way is, if there is more gold one 
year than there was the year before, 
instead of making more dollars to put 
more gold into each dollar made. Of 
course you cannot add gold or sub- 
tract gold in a gold dollar which 1s 
actually circulating from pocket to 
pocket. But gold coins seldom do cir- 
culate, and need uot circulate at all. 
Their chief business is to lie low in 
the U. S. mint and keep up our con- 
fidence in paper dollars, because we 
know that we can hand in a paper 
dollar at the mint any time and yet 
a gold dollar in exchange for it. What 
needs to be done is tv put all gold 
dollars into the guvernment vault and 
melt them all down; and then when a 
man comes to the mint with a paper 
dollar to redeem, hand him raw gold 
—-just the amount of raw gold that 
will buy the usual dollar’s worth of 
goods in the market, whether that 
alnount of raw gold is more or less 
than it was yesterday. 

The moment a dollar shows that it 
is getting too valuable because it buys 
more than usual, the government 
would take some of the value of it by 
taking some of the gold out of it. On 
the other hand, the moment a dollar 
shows it is losing vdlue, because it 
buys less than usual, the government 
would add value to it, by adding gold 
to it. That is, when raw gold grows 
more valuable, a dollar made of gold 
grows less valuable, a dollar made of 
gold needs more of it to do the same 
work, 

What the government should do 
is to watch the average of prices, 
and regulate the dollar accordingly. 
Thus the effect on prices will be to 
keep the averge of prices from fidget- 
ing. 

Effect on Average Man. 

What would be the effect on each 
of us personally? At the end of a 
year we would find that we have paid 
more than usual for one thing and less 
than usual for another thing, but 
would also find that we spent the 
same as usual for the same yearly 
budget of things. 

We would not care if the price of 
one thing went up and the price of 
another thing went down, if only the 
average would stay still. If the aver- 
age stood still the two things would 
cost the same in the end. . Nor would 
we care whether this average of prices 
were high or low if only it would stay 
still. What hurts us is the constant 
fidgeting of average prices. 

In the long run workingmen get no 
real good from the ruin of their em- 
plover. In the long run he gets no 
real good from their ruin. In the 
long run none of us gets any good 
but all of us get great harm from this 
fidgety habit of prices, whether up 
or down. We never know what they 
will do next. They are always fool- 


irg us and so cheating us.

Award Made by the National Insti- 
tute of Arts and Letters. 


First Woman to Receive It. 


Announcement has been made of 
fhe award to Edith Whartan, author 
of “Old New York,” “The Age of 
Innocence” and. other neveis, of che 
gold meda] of the National Institute 
Arts and Letters. The medal 


is awarded annually to any citizen of 
the United States, whether a.membder 
of the institute or not, for diztin- 
guished service to arts or letters in 
the creation of original work. Mrs. 
Wharton is the first woman to whom 
the award has been made. The con- 
ditions of award are interesting. The 
medal is awarded for the entire work 
of the recipient, without limit of 
time during which it shall have been 
done; it is awarded to a living per- 
son, or one who shall have been living 
within a year of the award; and it 
may not be awarded more than once 
to any one. person. Furthermore 
there is a regular order of subjects for 
creative work in which the award is 
made: First year, sculpture; sec- 
ond, history or biography; third, 
music; fourth, poetry; fifth, architec- 
ture; six, drama; seventh, ypaint- 
ing; eighth, fiction; ninth, essays or’ 
belles-lettres—returning to each sno- 
ject every tenth year in the order 
named. The method of choice of the 
recipient is for a poll to be taken of 
the members of the section of the in- 
stitute dealing with the subject in 
which the medal is that year to be 
a.arded. Those to: whom the goid 
medal has been awardel form a roll 
of the most distinguished figures in 
our national artistic life for the !ast 
decade and a half. .

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AMBULANCE DISPLAYED 


e— 


Resting peacefully among the relics 
of the war at national headquarters 
of the American Ked Cross, an old 
Buick ambulance stands on permanent 
exhibit, as evidence of faithful service 
to the allies. 

It has every right to be proud for 
it served during the entire period of 
the war from 1914 to 1918. Day 
after day, month after month, it 
rushed back and forth between the 
first-aid stations near the front line 
trenches and the clearing stations on 
the edge of the zone of fire. 

The Buick stock chassis saw its 
first real service with the Norton- 
Harges unit, section 7, according te 
the American Red Cross. This or 
ganization was one of the early am 
bulance units to work with the French 
army before the United States en- 
tered the war. From 1914 to. 
cember, 1917, the car did magnificent 
work back of the French and British 
advanced lines. 


Toward the latter part of 1917, 


when the first ambulance units eva 4 


replaced by organizations recruit 

in this country, the Buick car was 
taken over by an American asmy 
ag the great drive toward Paris 
in the spring of 1918, when the line 
was pushed back in the Montididier 
sector, the ambulance was captured. 

It is believed that the enemy made 
use of the car, for a few months later, 
when the T'wenty-seventh and Thirty- 
second ‘divisions of the American 
army pushed forward, 
found the Buick in a storage park, 
shattered and wrecked. They hauled 
it back, crippled as it was, to a point 
of safety. 

During its few months away from 
the Americans, the ambulance ap- 
parently had been in the battle zone, 
subjected to the terrific fire of the 
‘allies’ guns. Evidently a large shell 
exploded near the front of the car, 
for when the Americans found it. the 
radiator was completely demolished. 
and the right side of the hood and 
right fender were badly wrecked. 

Before leaving the ambulance tor 
recapture by the advancing Americans 
the enemy

the garage of Pare De Princes, Paris, |

The original body was similar to 
those used on the early French ambu- 
lances. It has been remodeled and 
repaired several times because of dam. 
age. Its present peaked roof, na 
doubt, is a creation of the enemy as 
the French car of this type had a 
curved roof as indicated by a narrow 
strip which still remains over the 
driver's seat. 

The body alone weighed more than 
the chassis was originally designed 
carry. And, yet, it had accommoda- 
tions for 12 “sitting cases” or five 
“stretcher cases,” with room fur two 


'or three additional men on the driv- 


ers seat. Ventillation was provided 
by windows in front and doors on the 
sides. 

There is no record of the number of 
different bodies this Buick chassis 
carried during the war, but because 
of the nature of its service. there sure- 
ly were many changes. The fact re- 
mains, however, that the original

The general government gave General 
Clarke vast tracts of land in Wilkes, 
Oglethorpe and Lincoln counties for 
his victory, so we have to this day: 
Clarke’s creek, Clarke’s fort, Clarke's 
road, Clarke’s church and Clarke coun- 
ty was named for him. He is buried 
in J.incoln county, near the confluence 
of Fishing creek and Savannah river. 
Last year the Elijah Clarke chapter 
of the D. A. R. placed a handsome 
marker over his remains. In the later 
years of his life he crossed the Oconee 
river into the territory of tte Indians, 
where he attempted to set up a new 
state, but the state of Georgia, as- 
sisted by the-general government. caus- 
ed him to desist. He was tried by the 
supreme court of the United States, 
but three justices of the peace in 
Wilkes county ignored the court’s de- 


matter dropped. 

The Kettle Creek chapter of the

Colonel Dooley, who fought with

1 aes how will the Persian diplo- 
‘* mats treat her? A great deal of 
uncertainty prevails on this point. 
While until recently women were not 
allowed to associate ‘with men at all 
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in Persia, it is said that in the most 
advanced political circles some small 
concessions have been made. 

In those circles women are now 
ellowed to enter the room after all 
the men are seated. But such a prac- 
tice would never be tolerated by a 
spirited American woman in her own 
home. Moreover, it would not help 
to win American sympathies for 
Persia. 

Madame Entezam will no doubt 
Stand on her rights, as a free-born 
American, but she cannot fail to find 
inconvenient traces of old Persian 
customs and the old attitude of Per- 
sians toward women. 

One of the ablest American min- 
isters to Persia, S. G. W. Benjamin, 
has written most interestingly about 
Persian women and domestic life. 
The Persian house is built around a 
courtyard. The outer rooms looking 
cn the street are called the “‘biroon,’’ 
and are used only by men. The rooms 
cn the courtyard are called the 
‘-anderoon,’’ and are reserved for the 
women. The husband of the family 
is the only man ever allowed to enter 
there. : 

When you hear it @1id of a man, 
‘‘he is in his anderoon,”’ that stops all 
inguiry and search for him. The man 
who is in his anderoon enjoys perfect 
rest from the outside world, whatever 
may be happening to him there. No- 
body ever asks after a man’s wife 
unless he wishes a fight to the death.

Does he imagine he is a member 
cf the Army Intelligence Staff trying 
to decipher a German code left over 
fiom the war? 

Does he think he may become a 
detective who will have to work oer 
Juai such mysterious clews?

—one that slants off from the 
general average of intelligence. 


Why does he look vertically and 
horizontally- for short words witn 
long meanings? | 

Why does he puzzle over words at 
all when life itself is so much more 
puzzling, so much more important 
an enig. ..? 

Fondness for mystery, whether in 
things or words, nature or language, 
is as old as the hitls. Indeed those 
very hills and the stars above them 
ere puzzles out of which have come 
modern geology and astronomy. Na- 
ture proposes the puzzle, supplies 
ciews, but leaves blanks for the mind 
cf man to fill in. 

The good puzzlers are the success- 
ful scientists—-Copernicus and New- 
ton, Steinmetz and Einstein. The lit- 
tle cross-word puzzle in the news- 
paper suggests the problems of na- 
ture, while the merry puzzler is akin 
to the man of scientific research—the 
chemist, the geologist, the archaeolo- 
gist. The psychology of the puzzle is, 
then, the psychology of science, but 
on a very small scale. . 

The history of mankind ever since 
the alphabet came into existence has 
been marked by the entrance of spe- 
cial engimas whose solution has de- 
pended upon letters and 
Odipus saved the city of Thebes when 
he solved the riddle of the Sphinx. 
Daniel showed himself a_ prophet 
when he read the handwriting on the 


words.

wall. Samson was famous for his 
strength but has some reputat:on for 
his emgma about the lion. 

Then men- sought to decipher 
Fgyptian hieroglyphics, read inscrip- 
tions upon Assyrian cylinders and 
trarg:ate fragments of Greek texts on 
papyrus or parchment. Wherever 


man appears there are puzzles for 
his brain; puzzles that nature pro- 
roses or those that he invents to 
tease his curious mind. It is the glory 
cf a king to conceal a matter, the 
glory of a man to find it out. 

Curiosity in general, that which 
shows itself in the wriggling infant, 
may be taken as the mental back- 
ground of the cross-word puzzle, of 
all puzzling. As soon as mankind 
found leisure in the struggle for 
natural and social existence his cu- 
riosity became aroused at what he 
saw about him. Just this leisure from 
business now-combines with natural 
inquisitiveness to make the cross- 
word enigma a success, a fad, a kind 
of verbal mania. | 

Until lately the word-enigma is 
strictly American, but now it is be- 
ing imported into England. Asa mat- 
ter of fact, over in London they are 
playing a game which-involves hunt- 
ing the great city’s streets for hidden 
clews to some hidden treasure. 

The restless mind of man, which 
cannot be wholly absorbed by the 
practical affairs of life, takes to such 
imaginary tasks as ducks to water or 
birds to air. Is the gun really loaded? 
Is the sign “Paint” a proof that the 
paint is still wet? The finger on 
trigger or paint intends to find out. 

But there is pride in the heart of 
the puzzler as there is curiosity ip his 
brain. It is the glory of-man to find 


out what is hidden from the naked 
eyes of common perception. We love 
the mysterious, the strange, the 
esoteric. There is a glory in being 
2ble to comprehend the concealed, 
read stars and palms and triumph 
cver those who stick to facts and 
obvious reasons. 

When we fill in the baffling blanks 
upon the face of the puzzle we in- 
crease the given amount of our Self- 
esteem. We prove that we are bright. 

It is all very well for a man to show 
brightness in business or for a woman 
tc reveal talent upon the stage. But 
here is a special test of mental acute- 
ness. When we meet it successfully 
we can rival man or woman s@ suc- 
cessful in business or professional 
life. Pride may go before a fall, but it 
cometh after a puzzle.

How 
can we fill in the blank space between 
man and monkey, where there is a 
missing link? 


It was the challenge of the blank 
which led to the discovery of the 
planet Neptune.. It was a little series 
of blanks which urged chemists to 
meet the puzzle proposed by Men- 
deleiff and thus discover three chemi- 
cal elements. It is the scientific blanks 
in Newton’s old theory of -gravitation 
which are urging Einstein to fill them 
by means of relativity. Mental blanks, 
as in dreams, have made Freud use 
psychoanalysis. For nature is. the 
everlasting puzzle wherein such blanks 
abound. 


The psychology of the puzzle ap- 
pears further im its appeal to our 
imagination. Just such a word of 
such a length and meaning must be 
taken from one’s vocabulary or the 
larger list of the dictionary to fill in 
the painful gap. This requires a men- 
tal ability different from that of 
spelling words which we wish to write 

in a letter, Or in 
footing up a column 
of figures.

The psychology of play appears in 
a two-fold manner. Play aids us in 
consuming superfluous energy and 
provides ideal, or unreal, excitement. 
Just this pair of brain-stimuli show 
themselves in the puzzle. It makes 
good use of brain-energy not ex- 
hausted in office or factory, in store 
or home. It provides a mental thrill 
which cannot come from the usual 
activities of the day. It lifts the mind 
trom its realm of daily boredom and 
transplants it to a realm of mystery. 

The smiling blank spaces mean 
more than ithe letters we 
write, the dishes to be washed, the 
calls to be made. Our very per- 
sonality in all its*pride and glory. 
in all its play of ideals, hovers 
over us when we set about to 
solve the riddles of Sphinx and 
Samson, 

Then there is a kind of popular 

pedagogy in the perplexing puz- 
zie. The amount of education de- 
not so easily deter- 
one feels that his 
words is under- 
going a test. Can one spell cor- 
rectly and define correctly? 
These are the unconscious ques- 
tions put to the mind of the. 
puzzler. 

The educational results may be 
negligible, yet we feel in our puz- 
zling that we are 
perhaps preparing 
ourselves for bet- 
ter conversation. 
and finer corre- 
spondence, for 
speechmaking and 
book writing. We 
believe, if only 1 
a wistful way, 
that some mental 
good will come 
from. these hours 
Spent pencil in 
hand and = mind 
intent upon its 
ideal task.

HEVY CHASE is in many ways a

day. In addition, they ruin gear. 
and bait. Last summer one Maine | 
fisherman hauled a trawl baited 
with three ‘hundred hooks and on 
nearly every one he found nothing 
but a cod or haddock head. The 
dogfish had gobbled up their entire 
bodies. No wonder the fishermen 
can’t say a good word for the dog- 
fish!”

So the sale of dogfish dropped to 
very little, because nobody would 
eat it under its right name. In 
some foreign countries, though, a lot 
of dogfish is sold for food. Maybe 
that’s partly because they have a 
more pleasant name for it. 

“Dogfish make very good fer- 
tilizer, and valuable oil can be ex- 
tracted from them, so while it may 
not pay to catch them for food, they 
can be made to pay in other ways. 
nothing much has been 
done about it because it’s so hard
